E. G. Cooley also was presem, wearing an 
ever deepening smile as the evening pro- 
gressed. 

Conspicuous for not being among those 
present was Louls F. Post, the “ arch re 
former’ of the “reform” board. 


Dr. Butler’s Speech Remarkabie, 

The speech of President Butler was re 
markabie in many respects. He had listened 
attentively to the three preceding speakers, 
his interest centering particularly in Mr. 
Robinson's exposition of local conditiona. He 
was introduced by President Charles Dyer 
Norton of the Merchants’ club, and he spoke 
with a deepening seriousness that brought his 
remarks to a dramatic climax. 

After he had discussed at length his views 
on the proper administration of pedagogical 
policies the speaker paused and, carefully 
cheosing his words, announced that he 
wished to speak of one final matter which 
was net of great moment in the rest of the 
country but seemed te be « growing end 
troublous problem in Chicago. 

Hammers the -‘Teachers’ Union. 

“If | werea member of your school beard,” 
he ald, “I would do my best to have adopted 
a bylaw which would remove from the séhoal 
service any teacher who affiliates himeecif or 
herself with a labor organization.” 

The utterance was greeted wih cves- 
whelming applause and it was several mo- 
ments before the speaker could conttgue: 

“If I were a member of your ciiarter eon- 


vention I would have a vote and a roll ealt 
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on that question sthing of labor unions in my 
and I believe inthem. They have 


some faults like all human institutions, but | 


taking them by and large in Great Britain 
and the United States in the last half cen- 
tury they have accomplished results that are 
little short of miraculous in the shortening 
of hours and the bettering of wages and 
other conditions of employment. 

“But I want to see that good work go 
on. I don't want to see it embarrassed as it 
will be if employés of the state are arrayed 
against the state. If the teachers of the 
public schools are to be so organized, why not 


the firemen——’”’ 
© We've got it in Chicago,” @ voice inter- 


rupted, to the chorus of a general shout of 


laughter. 

“If your firemen are to organize,” continued 
Prof. Butler, “ why not your police, and if 
your police, why not your army? when we 
might -have the spectacle of an army striking 
on the eve of going into battle to defend their 


country.” 

“The servants of the whole people cannet 
be allowed to array themselves with part of 
the people against the remainder of the peo- 


ple 
Problem Must Be Faced. 

“This is a problem that must be faced. 
The servant who does not care for the state 
any longer should leave the service, or be 
made to leave it. We must face this problem 
now or wait until it has brought down an- 
archy upon our heads. 

._ “In some aspects this question is pretty 
serious. It is not the petty question of the 
powers of the superintendent of schools or 
the bickerings over the appointment of teach- 

_ers. Those are little things. It is a question 
of the greatest interests the city of Chicago 
yhas—the greatest element in its renown and 
future infiuence. 

.. “Who knows whether the streets of Athens 

‘were well or poorly paved or how their city 
gevernment was administered? Who can 
tell today whether Athens was well or poorly 
lighted and watered? But we know there 

was ah Athens, don’t we? And that it stood 
for all that is meant by art and science and 
philosophy. Where do you want Chicago to 
etand when the beoks are made up? 


Solution Must Be a Wise One. 
“There are no more important questions 
than the administration of large cities and of 
public education, both of which in Chicago 
are rolled into one. It is a matter of congrat- 
ulation that Chicago has set itself the task 
of solving in a wise, judicial, and statesman- 
like manner this great question,of education. 
It ought te be a lifelong honor to be a mem- 
ber of the charter convention which will for 
mulate the solution of the question, and of 
the legislature which will enact it into law. 
If such a solution is a wise one it must be 
founded not on temporary expediency but on 
principles that have steod the test of human 
experience and of dem human philos- 
ophy.” 
Tells Meaning of Democracy. 
. President Butier here took oooasion to crit- 
icige the use of the phrase “ democratization 
: ef the schools.” He 61d one would as justly 
‘speak of the democratization of the treatment 
of appendicitis. 
“ Democracy,” he said, “is a principle of 
+ government and the schools belong to the ad- 
ministration of governm @ democracy be- 
ing as much entitled as a monarchy to have 
its business well Gone. 
* Beoguse a school system is democratic 
‘ Goes not mean that all the people shall have 
@ band in managing the school, any more 
than in a democratic system of courts all 
the people should sit on the bench. Itisa 
singular fact that we have in our communi- 
ties many estiniable people who are hopeless- 
ly befuddled on this distinction. Please dis- 
* miss from your minds the consideration that 
@ school system paid for by the people ever 
can become undemooratio—it may be ineffi- 
cient, but never undemocratic.’’ 


j Schools Are for the Children. 

Dr. Butler said that in school discussion 

. there is generally teo much talk about 
‘gmneans and too little about ends. 

“The schools,”’ he said, “ don't exist for 
eny political party or religious creed, but 
they exist solely for the children of the 
American people. They exist for what I 
verture to describe a truly spiritual purpose 

tthe whole uplift of these children we have 
; in view—the sum total of the influences that 
can be-brought to bear upon them, such as 
the influence of example and of environment 
and to which books and manual training are 
only means. We can never attain this en

In considering school boards as affording 
‘the means to the end, President Butler 
favored an appointed instead of an elected 
beard, declaring that New York never could

» ™ It you can secure the appointment of the 
‘ board by a responsible and conspicuous offi- 
; . he said, “ you can hold him responsible 
and reward him for good appointments and 
punish him for bad. You can get at such an 
' officer—the trouble is we can’t get at them 
often enough. ~ 


Advantage of a Small Board. 

* When all is said and done; the real reason 
for a small board, as Mr. Storrow delicately 
pointed out, is that it limits the opportunity 
of talk. @ You ought to have a board that 
could sit around one of those tables and dis- 
cuss with no thought of the newspapers and 
of the’gallery the real business of the schools, 
That's the way every member of the Mer- 
chants club would transact his own business, 
and there is no reason in patriotism why you 
should not treat the businese of the city of 
Chicago as well as you would treat your own. 

“The fact is the schools are too much 
taiked about for the purpose of attracting 
attention to the talker. For a board of edu- 
cation to discuss educational matters is 
futile, for the members have no technical 
knowledge of educational principles. A dis- 

. eussion of a bond issue or other business mat- 
ters that would take a board of five mem- 
bers an hour to dispose of is made in a board

Sole Business of the Board. 

“ The sole business of the board is to ad- 
minister the finances and choose the best 
officer procurable to, carry out a high educa- 
tional policy.

“Our state constitution.” he said, “ pro- 
vided for a free and efficient system of com- 
mon schools, but placed the responsibility 
of enactment on the legislature. The legisia- 
ture in turn delegated to the board of educa- 
tion the power to make such changes in ad- 
ministering school affairs as might appear 
best to meet the needs of individual communt- 
ies. ” 
; ‘“‘ Olothed with such power, the majority of 
any school board, if lied by Utopian 
dreams, or, still worse, if actuated by self- 
interest, can largely overthrow the accom- 
plishment ef years. The will of the majority 
is sufficient to make the most radical changes 
at any regular meeting. The policy of one 


of its predecessor. 

“The acts of the trustees of today may re- 
pudiate those of the year before. Teachers 
and officials may be arbitrarily dismissed and 
no individual has permanency or is safe- 
guarded from any capriee of a majority of 
the board. It speaks well of the character 
of those who have gtven*their services te our 
schools that, in spite of such disabilities, so 
much good work has been done. We look to 
Chicago's new charter for laws that will pro- 
tect the good that has been done and for re- 
lieg against the dangers that now facé us,”’ 


Charter Remedy. 

With reéefe to the proposed charter 
remedy with regard. to the school system he 
said that the Merchants’ club had not drafted 
the bill of ite own initiative, but, by invitation, 
had attempted to assist the educational com- 
mittee of the charter convention. It had 
seemed advisable to the club and to the com- 
mittee, he said, to reduce thé number of sefiool 
trustees from twenty-one to fifteen, and to 
continue them as appointive officers rather 
than elective. 

On the question of administration he said 
that here the schools were seriously in need 
of readjustment. 

“ Part of the trouble,’ he said, “ has come 
from an apparent misconception of the school 
board members ae to their duties and the 
duties of their executive officers. The essen- 
tial function of the school trustees is to direct, 
and, as directors of our educational! industry, 
to formulate general policies and to give 
such supervision to the running of the school 
machinéry as their limited time may allow. 
They should look to and hold the executive 
—— ‘Tesponsible for the carrying out of 


. Powers of Superintendent. 

The superintendent. of scheolea should be 
dothed with specific authority and powers 
of initiative over educational affairs. As 
expert in pedagogical matters he should 
have the selection of apparatus, text books, 
and the arrangement of the courses of study, 
subject to the supervision of the board. 

“ Matters pertaining to finance, conatruc- 
tion, and maintenance are now divided be- 
tween a businese manager, an architect, a 
chief engineer, an auditor, and a secretary, 
each independent from the others and with 
no distinct cohesion of their respective re- 
sponsibilities. 

"As a business proposition it is self-evi- 
must be ineffictent. 
All business details should come direotly 
under the jurisdiction of some capable man- 
ager, who should represent and be held re- 
sponsible by the board for results. , 

“The position ef our, teachers should like- 
wise be more definitely defined. Urider pres- 
ent rules alb teachers have to be electeé each 
year. This leads to uncertainty that ie not 
conducive to best results, and the commit- 
tee believes that thé tenure of teachers 
should become established after a probation- 
ary period of three years.” 

The pension system, he affirmed, required 
attention, the present one being so unscien- 
tifically planned and so inadequately 
financed ‘‘ that it will in time collapse unless 
materially modified.” He affirmed that the 
proposed legislation would not Mmit the in- 
itiative or veto power of the school board 

*To say that the proposed law would 
make the members of the schoo! board mere 
puppets and figureheads,"’ he declared, “‘ can 
come only from misconception or from: will- 
ful misrepresentation,’’ 


Denounces Federation. 

This brought him to the subject of the 
Teachers’ federation, which came in for the 
most vigorous utteratices of the speech. 

“The Teachers’ federation is a secret or- 
‘ganization of public school teachers,”’ said 
Mr. Robinson. 
and is reported to have its representative at 
all school and board meetings. It is affil- 
lated with the federation of labor, whereby 
the teachers who belong to the Teachers’ 
federation have become identified with a 
union. 

“ We take no issue with the combination of 
men in uniong or the combination of men in 
corporations, providing such combinations 
are legally made and legally conducted. 
Neither have we anything but commendation 
for teachers’ organizations, providing they 
are democratic in their scope and American 
in their character. 

“The committee does, however, most se- 
riously question the benefit to the teachers 
or the benefit to the public of any combina- 
tion of teachers that is secret in character 
and is openly affiliated with a labor organ- 
ization. None of our citizens is more con- 
cerned in the welfare of their children than 
are the members of the labor body, and to 
none can the attempt to instill class distinc- 
tion in our public schools be more prejudicial 
than to the great body of intelligent union 
men themselves. 


Only One Reason for a Union. 

“In its ultimate analysis, the only valid 
reason for our teachers belonging to a union 
is because injustice has been done, or be- 
cause they fear injustice may be done by the 
public which employs them. In our opinion 
better redress for any grievance could be 
commended through an open appeal than by 
resorting to secret methods. 

“ That any secret organization of our teach- 
ers does exist and that it has stich an intimate 
connection with our school affairs is an in- 
dictment against the equare dealing of this 
community. We recognize that there is no 
more intelligent or public spirited body of 
men and women than our school teachers, 
and we believe that a large majority are at 
heart deeply opposed to any attempt to in- 
ject questions of religion, politics, or union- 
ism in the service for which they stand. ; 

There is no one in this room but would 
rise in righteous and justified wrath should 
our schools fall into the hands of autocratic 
Wealth, and there is no good citizen of Chi- 
cago but should condemn and work against 
our sohools falling into the hands of auto- 
cratic unionism, 

“Our schools are fer our children, and al! 
questions of school administration are of 
interest as it may concern their welfare. 
We believe in liberal salaries to the teachers; 
we believe still more in the best facilities for 
the children. They are entitled to the best 
equipment and the best instruction that can 
be obtained. The ultimate object of our pub- 
lic school system is the one supreme purpose 
of producing the highest type of American 
manhood and American wemanhood. Let us 
not get away from that fundamental fact.”’ 


Trouble Today Too Much Strife. 

Mr. Robinson declared that the authority 
and responsibility of the superintendent of 
schools could not be ignoréd if he were to be 
held responsible for results, and then summed 
up conditions as follows: 

“ Our, trouble is that today our schools are 
permeated with strife and discord. Our schoo} 
trustees are fighting among themselves. The 
Federation of Teachers is fighting the school 
trustees, The superintendent of schools is 
fighting with part of the trustees and with 
the Federation of Teachers to malntain his 
authority. The teachers belonging to the 
federation ere fighting those that do not be- 
long to the federation. 

“ Our children are resisting the carrying out 
of school orders by securing injunctions at 
the hande of the court. 

“ What kind of future citizens cag we ex- 
pect from such dammable anarchy and de- 
moralization?

Officers Have Executive Power. 
“The next most noticeable feature of the’ 
law is the great power wifich is intrusted 
under it to the administrativeéefiicers. This 
is euch as gives rise to-much comment and 
question among those who for the firet time, 
perceive the operation ©* tis taw. These 
officers are not in any sense subordinates in 
the s¥stem. The executive power is in the 
fa The functione of the board are in 
the main supervisory, 
“'The business of the schools ts divided 
into four departmente. known as those of 
‘instruction,’ ‘schoo: buildings,’ * finance,’ 
and ‘auditing and supplies.’. Over each of 
these an administrative officer is placed, 


chosen by the board of e@ucation for a term | 


of four years, and removable only upon trial 
and by @ two-thirds vote. While the board 
of education has the selection of these offi- 
cere and can in part regulate their duties 
by general rules and can also restrain or de- 
velop their policies through its control over 
the appropriations,. the initiative and the 
practical execution of all of the executive 
functions pertaining to the system fall.upon 
these administrative officers. They are di- 
rectly responsible to the public for what they 
do, and for practical results. 

“Under thie law the superintendent of in- 
struction has the right to nominate hie as- 
sistante, the principals of the schools, and 
the entire teaching forces. Ipon him, there- 
fore, rest both the power and the .responsi- 
bility, and if the work of the school is not 
good he: is the one primarily at fault. He 
selects all text books and apparatus. He is 
at liberty to make official rules and reguia- 
tions covering the whole procedure and detail 
of school work. He is the mayor of the 
echool system, with much more than the or- 
dinary mayoralty power. 

Sworn to Nonpartisanship. 

“‘'The officers and members of the board 
are sworn to nonpartisanship in the per- 
formance of their duties. They take oath 
that in making appointments they will be 
govérned solely by considerations of merit 


and the. good of the school system. The ob- } 


9 of this is to take the schools out of poll- 
cs, and it has been, with other things, ef- 
fective for this purpose. 

"The effect of the oath is less, perhaps, 
upon the conscience of the taker than in the 
characterization of his duty in a form which 
the publit’can understand. It is notice to 
every one in the community that the schools 
are taken out of politics. Every one con- 
nected with the school system, officers, man- 
aging force, teachers, and janitors, the par- 
ents of the pupils, and the public generally, 
are thereby told that politics has no place or 
right in the school administration. Every 
officer and member can point to the law 
when subjected to personal or political solici- 
tation, and say he is sworn to consider only 
the merit of the applicants. 

“The superintendent of instruction can 
suspend a teacher and the board can con- 
firm it into a removal. But as the annual 
term of service is so short, this is a power 
which has been seldom exercised. The prin- 
cipals of the schools are called into cotpera- 
tion, both itn this matter and that of promo- 
tions. They are required to make at several 
intervals during the year detailed reports 


upon the merit of their subordinates, and a } 


comprehensive report.at the end of the year. 
These reports are revised and added to by 
the’ assistant superintendents, and are en- 
tered and kept as permanent records. From 
these at a moment's notice the superintend- 
ent can have before him practically the whole 
educational history of the teacher. With re- 
spect to the principals themselves, the as- | 
sistant superintendents adopt the same 
course. 


Little to Tempt the Politician. 


‘In the practical operation of this law 
there is little to tempt the man with unworthy 
motives to become a school director. While 
the board is theonly contracting power, and 
has the responsibility of the appointment of 
the executive officers and the appropriation 
of money, the individual member has almost 
no duties except when occupying ‘hie chair 
in open session. He has no persona) leverages 
by which to diotate to the officers and is pro- 
hibited by the rules from attempting to do so, 
Even the committee of which he isa member 
hae no such authority. 

“The administrative officer must come to 
the board with full responsibility for the acts 
which he has done and the course of action 
which he may propose. The direction of a 
committee would in no respect relieve the 
officer of blame. As the district systein of 
representation is out of the way, there ie no 
great opportunity for trading im votex In 
respect of appointments, the whole eae 
is taken out of the hands of the tndivid 
members, except by way of confirmation or 
disapproval. 

“Asa stepping stone in the line of politica 
the office holds out no attractions. The 
schools are out of politics; consequently, the 
way is fairly open for men of standing and 
position in the community te accept this duty 
as a public trust.”’ 


Storrow Makes Analogous Talk. 

President Storrow of the Boston board, dis- 
cussed the Boston schools in his address, 
making only two allusions to the Chicago 
schools, but a running analogy between the 
two systems was récognized in his talk, and 
his remarks talled forth frequent applause, 
His speech in part was as follows: 

‘* Your schools are good, but You can make 
them better by ucing your board to five 
or seven members. So far as we can judge 
from our experience in Boston, if you want 
to improve your schools, the way to do ts 
to begin at*the top and get the right kind 
of school committees. The way to do this 
ig to have a small board. 

“It does not seem to us necessary to go 
to the legislature with a complicated act 
endeavoring to crystallize in detail the school 
administration. The right kind of board will 
produce the right results. Get a small 
board. In taking this step Boston invented 
no new thing. The leading educational qu- 
thorities have now for twenty years been 
advocating smaller school boards. 


Trend Toward Small Boards. 


*‘ The actual trend of school administration 
all over the country for some years has been 
toward smaller school boards. Baltimore 
some years ago reduced ita board to nine, and 
it wil Inot surprise you to hear that the 
schools of Baltimore have a reputation 
throughout the country for being welbadmin- 
istered, Cleveland reduced its board to seven, 
and the schools of Cleveland are well admin- 
istered. St. Lo has a relatively smal 
board, and it is known inat the schools of St. 
Louis are second toinone. The city of Phila- 
delphia has the largest board in the country, 
and its schools have the reputation of being 
tne worst in the country. 

“Perhaps the most important thing in 
school matters is the teaching force. The 
efficiency of all school administration de- 
pends on getting good teachers. It is the 
basis of the whole thing. 

“In the old days teaching was almost ths 
only way an educated woman could earn her 
living, but today there are many competitors 
of the schools for the services of the edn- 
cated woman. One of the real of effi- 
cient school administration is that the pro- 
fession of teaching is In danger of not con- 
tinuing to be suffi tly attractive to bring 
the best men and w in the community in 

service 


Boston Teaching Is Attract 
. “The new Boston board already has made 
the profession of teaching more attractive 
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in many respects. It has provided that 
every teacher in the service can have one 
year off in every seven for travel or study. 
The teacher receives half pay during her 
absence. The board has also provided that at 
the end of twenty-one years a teacher can 
have a whole year off, if she desires, merely 
for a rest, without agreeing to do any pro- 
fessional work. 

*“ Again, the board has just matured a 
plan for a pension system. This system 
will require. legislative ctlomp but the 
board is confident that it can be obtained. 

“ Our new board bas also taken up the ques- 
tion of saving the boys who are just begin- 
ning to take the first steps to a criminal 
career. It has filed in the legislature a bill 
for the creation of a criminal court, and 
tuday we have ii Boston, az the result of a 
bill prepared by the new school commtitee, 
a real juvenile court, brought up to the Chi- 
cago and Denver level. 

“The school board of Boston has not a 
single sub-committee. The real business is 
no longer done behind closed doors, but in 
the full committee, invariably in the pres- 
ence of representativés of every Boston 
newspaper. The superintendent ie always 
present and has the right to enter discus- 
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sions.

Blaze Gains Great Headway. 


This blaze is thought to have startedin the 
basement of the building, and made rapid 
headgvay to the upper floors. 

Crossed electric wires in the engine room 
are believed to have been the cause. The first 
and second floors were a mass of fames when 
the fire fighters arrived. Chief Horan was 
soon om the scene and a general alarm was 
sounded immediately afterwards. 

Unable to cope with the rapid headway of 
the flames from the street whole companies 
of firemen ‘were ordered to the roofs of ad- 
joining buildings, and every point of van- 
‘tage was occupied. Butidings in the vicinity 
caught fire repeatedly and only the constant 
playing of streams of water on them saved 
them. Burning embers were carried far 
over the neighborhood, 

The entire Metropolitan elevated system 
was tied up for a time and surface cars in 
Van Buren, Fifth avenue, and Adams street 
were biocked. 

Once the Van Buren street bridge caught 
fire, and a wild rush of the throngs that 
crowded it ensued. Fireman J. Denniger 
of engine No. 82 was caught in the rush 
and suffered a eight injury to his right 
hand. 

“The blaze was a fierce one,” said Mar- 
@hal Buckley after the fire was under con- 
trol, ‘The flames were shooting out of the 
building on almost every side when we 
feached here, and only after a hard fight 
did we win out.

Many Narrow Escapes. 


There were many narrow é¢scapes at the 
fire in the afternoon at Thirty-fifth and Mor- 
gan streeta. Cut off by flaming staircases in 
the rear, and confronted by blockaded fire 
escapes at the front, ten young women slid 
down the iron standpipe from the third floor. 

Fifteen others were rescued from the fire 
escape platform fifteen feet from the ground 
by four men who brought ladders and a coal 
chute from the city ward yard two blocks 
away. 

The remaining ten of the thirty-five 
trapped on the floor dropped from the fire 
“escape into a wagon of the Anglo-American 
Provision company, which was driven under 
sthe platform bBéfore the ladders arrived. 

In spite of the narrow and spectacular es- 
Capes, no one in the building was danger- 
ously injured, ‘

Three Firms in Building. 

The building was occupied by three firme. 
The Sturtevant Fan company had the first 
floor, the Universal Trading and Supply com- 
pany, @ mail order house, the second and 
third floors, and the John Magnus company, 
also a mail order house, the third foor. 

The fire started at 2:30 o'clock in the rear 
of the basement among some bokes, and 
when noticed by Policeman James Tynan 
was blazing through the windows. 

There was complaint from the firme that 
the fire engine companies did not arrive until 
more than ten minutes after the alarm wae 


given, 


In that time the fire gained tremendous 
Headway among the inflammable substances 
in the basement and on the first floor. The 
stairways were in the rear, and within a few 
minutes after the firé started the persone 
working on the upper floors were shut in. 
The girle employed by the Magnus company 
ran down to the third flodr, and there found 
thetriselves caught in the backward rush of 
those who had tried to get down the stairs 
and had found the way blocked. 


Scramble for |Fire Eecapes. 

The scene Instantly beceme one of panic, 
and there was a scramble for the fire escapes, 
the only way left. Smokealready was com- 
ing out of the front of the bulléing down 
which the fire escape led, and there waefear 
lest it break out beneath the lowest plat- 
form. 

The stand pipe ran a foot and @ half to one 
side of the fire escape, and the sight of it gave 
the more daring girl an inspifation. One by 
one they grasped the pipe and slid safely 
dowm By that time the Anglo-American 
Packing company wagon was driven under 
the platform. It was into this wagon that 
Mrs. Thompson jumped. 

Ella Slavin, cashier of the Magnus com- 
pany, had her apron full of money when 
she jumped from the fire escape. When the 
cash boxes of the firms were thrown out of 
the windows, some of the Money Was scat- 
teréd in the crowd It was alleged that 
boys ran away with about $100. 

Gertrude Herger, 8247 Morgan street, and 
Anna O'Keefe, Thirty-fourth street and 
Union avenue, employed by the Magnus com- 
pany, rescued Anna Blake from death in the 
flames. The girls were hurrying down the 
stairway, when the Blake girl fell at the third 
floor, overcome by the smoke and excitement. 

A feature of the fire remarked upon by Fire 
Marshal Burroughs was the fact that the 
fire doors in the building, which the marshal 
said should have been closed, were found 
open. The fire marshal estimated the total 
damage to building and stock at $10,000, but 
other estimates placed the aggregate loss as 
high as $100,000. : 

Fireproof Paint Starts Fire. 

Spontaneous combustion among materials 
used in making fireproof paint is believed 
to have been the cause of a fire which early 
this morning destroyed the five story building 
at 1 to 9 Milwaukee avenue, resulting in 4 
loss of $100,000. The principal losers are 
Alden, Spéears & Bons’ company, leundry 
supplies and fireproof paint, $75,000. Charles 
Witte, who had a saloon on the first floor, 
suffered $5,000 loss; J. Jessup, 8 to § Milwau- 
kee avenue, fish market, $10,000.

The report circulated freely that “ Captain 
Raker” was once played in the Unity 
church of Oak Park, as a church benefit, 
without arousing any animosity, and that the 
Rev. B. V. Shayler, pastor of the Grace Epis- 
copal church, one of the Oak Park preachers 
who saw the play on Thanksgiving evening, 
said he was “ surprised ’’ at the dismissal of 
Mrs. Parsal, prompted the friends of Mrs. 
Parsal, who is highly esteemed, to denounce 
Dr. Williams’ action. 

Dr. Shayler said: “I don’t think there 
were grounds for any such action.’’ 

Preacher Gives Hise Reason. 

Until yesterday afternoon Dr. Wililame 
@eclined to tell explicitly Why the leading 
soprano was summarily dismissed. Dr. Will- 
flames sald he did not attend the play. 

‘“‘I wish it understood that personally. I

All Idnes Not in Service. 


To make this a ttle clearer, Tar Trip- 
UNBE’s case may be cited. Tum Taisune hes 
thirty separate telephone lines into its office, 
all representing ite number, Central 100. 
Whenever a patron of this calls from, 
say) Hyde Park, the Hyde operator 
connects him with the “ central” exchange, 
and the latter inserts the end of the Hyde

Not a 
Single Saturday has found the thirty lines 
simultaneously in service. 
In fact, the only exceptions to this have 
been few, far between, and easily explain- 
able. Election hight, for Instance, some- 
times finds the entire thirty lines in use at 
once. During the week when the Cubs and 
White Sox battled for the world’s supremacy 
in baseball the ewitchboard was temporarily 
filled up several times during each afternoon 
im which a game was played. These instances 
constitute practically the only ones in which 
the company had any right to make use of 
the signal. 4 
Upon smaller switchboards conditions may 
be, and probably are, different, but the ex- 
perience of Tripuwe patrons in being shunt- 
ed off from connection with the offices of 
this paper with at least six or eight lines 
open seems a not unfair indication that the 
fault is in the telephone company’s system. 


How Leaders Can Help. 

THe Trinune has already taken up this 
matter with the telephone company and in- 
vites its readers to report any such expert- 
ences encountered by them, that at least 
one evil in the telephone management may 
be cured without waiting for a “ franchise” 
settlement.

LEWIS FEARS HARRIMAN POOL. 


Corporation Counsel Sees Underground 
Railroad Plot in Plan to Dnite the 
Lighting Interests in Chicago. 


The movement to pool the interests of the 
Edison and Commonwealth Electric com- 
panies and the Llinole Tunnel company, 
as contemplated by BE. H, Harriman, has 
aroused the apprehension of Corporation 
Counsel Lewis. He advised the city council's 
committee on gas, oll, and electric lights yes- 
terday that the combination can be prevented 
from doing business in Chicago if the plans 
are found prejudicial to the city’s interests. 
The opinion, which covered twenty-four 
typewritten pages, was the result of a recent 
“ gumshoe”’ expedition to New York in the 
course of which Col. Lewis says he discovered 
just what the financiers associated with Mr. 
Harriman are up to. ‘they are, he declares, 
effecting the tunnel and electric company 
consolidation for the purpose of conducting 
@ railroad by electricity through the tunnel 
and through such streets underground as the 
tunnel may go. 

At variance with the colonel’s alarming 
discoveries are the declarations of the capf- 
talists that the Harriman interests are mere- 
ly considering purchasing the stock of the 
companies without interfering with their 
status under the franchises granted by the 
city. The city will continue to recognize 
only the companies given franchises, no mat- 
ter who owns their stooks, In regard to the 
plane for the tunnel, Mr. Harriman flatly 
declared whem in Chicago recently that it 
is too deep ever to be used as & railway sub- 


way.

No Surprise in Salt Lake. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Dec. 8.—[Special. }— 
The news that Arthur Brown, former United 
States senator from Utah, was shot in Wash- 
ington today by Mrs. Annie M. Bradley 
neither shocked nor surprised the people of 
this city, who know both parties well and 
whose sympathy is all with the wronged 
woman. ; 

In his prime one of the most brilliant men at 
the western bar, honored by his state with 
election to the United States senate, Brown 
is accused of being false to three women 
to whom he gave or promised honorable 
wedlock. All three have at various times 
threatened to take his life, and Mrs. Bradley 
is the second one to make the attempt. 

His first wife shot at him in his office in 
Kalamazoo, Mich., a number of years ago, 
but missed him. This woman is mow teach- 
ing school in Cleveland, O., her life ruined. 
His second wife die@ two years ago in Salt 
Lake of a broken heart. The woman whe 
shot him today has. borne him two children 
and he promised to protect her by mar- 
riage. She waited long for him to fulfill his 
promise and forsook her husband for him. 


Brown’s Early Career Brilliant. 


Arthur Brown was born in Schoolcraft, 
Mich., a little over 64 years ago. He grad- 
vated at Oberiin university, and then at the 
University of Michigan lawschool. Starting 
in to practice in Kalamazoo his attainments 
soon placed him at the head of the bar in that 
county. There he met and won his first wife. 
by whom he had a daughter, who is still living 
with her mother in Cleveland. 

Behind a news stand in the Kalamazoo 
postofiice worked Isabel Cameron, niece of 
former Senator Don Cameron of Pennsyl- 
vania. She was a bright womam anda friend 
ship sprang up bdetween her and Brown 
which became an intimacy. Then ensued a. 
long series of domestic difficulties. 

Brown's affection for his wife cooled, and 
he became infatuated with Miss Cameron. 
inflamed with anger Mrs. Brown sought him 
out in his office in Kalamazoo, upbraided him, 
drew a revolver from her cloak, and shot at 
him. The bujlet missed, she was overpow- 
ered, amd the weapon wa; taken away from 
her. Brown is deciared to have deserted her 
and esoughtrefugein Utah. This was in 1876 
Miss Cameron came with him to Utah. Di- 
vorce followed and he married the news stand 
clerk. ‘They have one son, Max, now 20 


years old. 
Once Leader of Bar in Utah. 


Brown soon became one of the leaders of 
the Utah bar. His first great successes wer 
in crimina) law, but he soon began to make 
a specialty of mining cases, and up to the 
last five or six years there were few im- 
portant mining cases in which he did not fig- 
ure on one side or the other. Brown was a 
‘republican in politica and becanie a leader 
of the party in Utah. In 1895. when Utah 
was admitted to the union. he was one of 
‘the leaders of his party. When the free sii- 
ver wave swept over the west he remained 
loyal to McKinley and the gold standard. 
So great was his personality that he re- 
tained his leadership in the party and was 


elected to the United States senate in 1896 


| along with Frank J. Cannon, a free silver 
man,.who bolted the St. Louis republican 
convention. 


How He Met Mrs. Bradley. 

It was at the St. Louis convention that 
Brown met Mrs. Bradley. Utah in its con- 
stitution gave suffrage to women and Mrs. 
Bradley, née Maddison, born in Utah, was 
active in republican politics. She was a mem- 
ber of the Poets Round Table, a literary or- 
ganization of women, to which Mrs. Isabel 
Cameron Brown belonged. Mrs. Bradley was 
married to a Salt Lake clerk. She was intro- 
duced to Brown by his wife. A friendship, 
declared by them to be an “ intellectual affin- 
ity,” sprang up immediately. 

When Brown was a candidate for the sen- 
ate, my, Bradley was secretary of the repub- 
lican State committee. She was a bright 
woman and the friendship between her and 
Brown increased. Two children were born to 
Mrs. Bradley of whom Brown was the father, 
and her husband secured a divorce. Brown 
promised to secure a divorce and marry her. 
Mrs. Brown interposed serious objection and 
had them both arrested on a criminal charge. 

They were corresponding by .means of a 
cipher code. Mrs. Brown secured possession 
of this code, and used it in long ** collect ” 
telegrams to upbraid Brown. Mrs. Bradley, 
when arrested, appeared in court, and was 
willing to go to the penitentiary herself in 
order to send Brown there, as he had turned 
against her. Matters were “ squared” and 
the case dropped. 

Soon afterward Mre. Brown died of a 
broken heart. Mrs. Bradley insisted that 
Brown keep his promise of marrying her. 
For some time she has taken his name. His 
, refusal to keep his troth to her is assigned ag 
the reason for her shooting him. 


TAFT TO HEAR CANAL CLAIMS. 


President McCormick and Rest of the 
Drainage Board Granted to Dec. 
19 to Present Arguménts, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special. ]—Bec- 
retary Taft has promised to do justice to Chi- 
cago in the matter of its drainage canal. 

President R. R. McCormick of the drainage 
district and his associates called on the secre- 
tary by appointment this morning and urged 
him to grant permission to divert the Calu- 
met river for the benefit of the great lake city. 
Secretary Taft responded that he would have 
to hear all interests, and fixed Wednesday, 
Dec. 19, as the date of a hearing. 

Mr. McCormick, speaking for the district, 
explained to the secretary the importance 
of immediate commencement and completion 
of the work of connecting the Calumet river 
and the drainage canal. The limitation of 
10,000 cubic feet a second, fixed by the inter- 
national waterways commission as the supply 
the canal should take from the lake, was de- 
nounced as absurdly inadequate. 

The secretary showed a great familiarity 
with. the subject, and asked questions of a 
most pertinent character, seeming to be in 
entire sympathy with the desire of Chicago 
to have sufficient water for the health and 
comfort ofthe people. 

As he wants to get the point of view of all 
interests besides the drainage district he will 
hear on Dec. 19 the National Civic Federa- 
tion of Niagara Falls, the Lake Carriers’ 
association, the Niagara Falls corporations, 
and the international waterways commis- 
sion. : . 

Mr. McCormick and those who accompa- 
nied him will return to Chicago tomorrow. 


CHICAGO ASKS EARLY DECISION. 


U. 8S. Supreme Court Will Be Asked on 
Monday to Hurry Tax Cases Against 
Utility Corporations. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—The 
city of Chicago on Monday will ask the Su- 
preme court to advance for an early hear- 
ing its appeal from Judge Grosscup’s dec!i- 
sions enjoining the collection of $2,000,000 al- 
leged excessive taxes imposed for the year 
1900 by the state board of equalization on 
the capital stock and franchises of the Chi- 
cago Union Traction company, the Chicago 
Consolidated Traction company, the Chicago 
City railway, the South Chicago City rail- 
way, the Chicago Edison company, the Peo- 
ple's Gaslight and Coke company, and the 
Chicago Telephone Company. 

Judge Grosscup fixed the assessments on a 
6 per cent earning basis of the capital stocks 
of the companies and authorized the com- 
panies to recover the excess paid—some §2, - 
Counsel for Chicago states that the cases 
involve a constitutional question of great im- 
portance—namely: whether the federal court 
has power to enjoin state officials from en- 
forcing the revenue laws of a state.

Storer’s Greatest Mistake. 

Here is where Mf, Storer made his greatest 
mistake, apparentiy, and upon this point the 
correspondence itself seems to justify the 
president completely.

and was a guest at the White house. He had 
a conversation with the president at the 
White house on the evening of Oct. 20, which 
he deemed to be so important that Mr. Storer 
wroteitdown. This conversation was a repe- 
tition of the president's desire for Archbishop 
Irelané’s promotion. More than a year later 
Mra. Storer at Vienna heard that the presi- 
dent also had indorsed Archbishop Farley, 


 an@ she thereupon wrote a long letter, under 


date of Nov. 20, 1906. to the president. In 
this she showed her hostility to Farley and 
asked the president, if the report was not 
true, that she might be authorized to take a 
cable from him to Rome herself, and put it 
directly into the pope’s hands, without the 
knowledge or interference of the party in the 
college of cardinals hostile to Ireland. 

From 4 soldier's standpoint this was a di- 
rect and mortifying violation of the positive 
orders contained in the letters of Dec. 27 and 
Dec. 30, 1908. It wag this letter. cf Mrs, 
Storer’s and nothing else which induced the 
president to write his letter to her of Dec. 11, 
which was inclosed in one to her husband, 
This final letter, severe though it be. is mere- 
ly expressive of the president’s indignation 
that two years after his positive commands 
had been written to her husband Mrs. Storer 
should have violated instructions, 


Roosevelt’s Position Clear. 

In discussing Mrs. Storer’s letter the presi- 
dent makes clear his position beyond the pos- 
sibility of doubt, when he says: 

**T have now seen your letter to me sent to 
Mrs., Roosevelt. In it you actually propose 
that I should authorize you to go to Romé to 
take part in what I must call an ecclesiastical 
intrigue—and to drag the United States gov- 
ernment into it. Such a ‘proposal is simply 
astounding.” 

Particular attention is called by the presi- 
dent’s friends to the fact that in this final 
letter to Mrs. Storer the president insists on 
a pledge which was not made. The require- 
ment was positive and complete. The letter 
to Mrs. Storer was inclosed to her husband 
with the request that he read it before pre- 
senting it to her. In spite of Mr. Storer’s 
declarations to the contrary this letter to 
Mrs. Storer contains a clear, positive, and 
emphatic demand for a reply, which was to 
be In the form:-of a written pledge, as is seen 
by the closing paragraph, which reads as 
follows: 

‘“‘T must ask you to give me this positive 
promise in writing if Bellamy is to continue 
in the service, and if you even unintentionally 
violate it, I shall have to-ask for Bellamy's 
resignation, for I can no longer afford to have 
the chance of scandal being. brought on the 
entire diplomatic service and on the American 
government itself by. such indiscreet and ill] 
advised action as yours has been.” 

Led to Storer’s Downfall. 

It was because this pledge was not given 
that the president dismissed Mr. Storer sum- 
marily from public service, and his friends 
insist that the failure to give this pledge 
instantly, and by cable if necessary, is quite 
sufficient, aside from all other circumstances, 
to induce the people to set the seal of ap- 
proval on the president's action in the Storer 


case. re 
It is admitted that Mr. Storer has made out 
a strong case in particulars, but the 
administration peopie insist that Mrs. Storer, 
as her own letter shows, could not obey the 
instructions of the president, but violated 
them repeatedly and finally in a letter to 
him delivered through Mrs. Roosevelt, which 
could not possibly be ignored. He then in- 
sisted on the pledge in writing, and when 
that was not promptly received, but it was 
found that Mr. Storer had taken a vacation 
in Egypt without even answering the let- 
ter, the president’s wrath bubbled over, he 
swung his ax, and the Storer head was in 
the waste basket 0 of the state department. 


ALL “PRIVATE,” SAYS STORER. 


Former Ambassador Intimates He May 
Make Another Attack on Roose- 
velt with More Letters. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 8.—[Special.}—Bellamy 
Storer, former United States ambassador to 
Vienna, declines to discuss at this time the 
publication of the correspondence between 
himself and Mrs. Storer and President Roose- 
velt regarding the incidents that led to the 
removal of the ambassador from the Aus- 
trian capital. When asked regarding it this 
evening he said: 

“T have not one word to add to the news 
contained in the dispatch. I mérely wish to 
state that my letter was given to the press 
without my knowledge or consent and against 
my inclination. 

“I may say thet all the copies of the letter 
sent out were.clearly marked ‘ Private,’ and 
if the letter was given to the press from the 
White house my hands are clean in the 
matter.’ 

That the former diplomat will not permit 
the affair to become a cloged incident before 
he has made &@ statement. expressing his 
view of the matter is the firm conviction of 
his friends. They expect, now that an open- 
ing has been made, that he will give out for 
publication every vestige of correspondence 
that has ever passed between the president 
and Mrs. Storer and himself regarding all 
the matters referred to in the controversy.

Bailey Issues Open Letter.

Amount to $58,780; Profits 
More than $35,000 


FINAL NIGHT BRILLIANT: 


Friends of: Hospital Hold Many 
Drawings, Announce Winners, 
and Then Count Money. 


Like everything else the “ Streets in Paris” 
had .to come to an end, and the managers 
had completed counting up the money in the 
little office off the main entrance of the Coll- 
seum at 1:30 o'clock this morning. 

“ Aren’t—you—dead?’ sleepily asked Mrs. 
Joseph G. Coleman, the general chairman, of 
Mrs. George S. Isham, the treasurer. 

** Y-e-s,”" was the weary answer. 
it—was—worth—it.”’ 

That was the unanimous verdict from the 
thousands who had attended the pretty féte 
during the four days of its existence. 
gay streets of Paris that cast their spell over 
Chicago area thing of the past, but the dream 
city will not be forgotten soon and there will 
be a lasting memorial in a clear sum of $35,- 
000—according to the best estimates—for the 
Passavant Memorial hospital. ‘ 


Gross Receipts Are $58,780. 


The gross receipts, ag nearly as they could 
be figured last night, amounted to $58,780, 
which was a larger sum than had been esti- 
mated by Mrs. Isham the night before. The 
last day’s business, however, was phenome- 
nally large and was increased by $5,000 net 
profit from’the sale of chances on the limou- 
sine and numerous other articles disposed 
of by chance. 

From the gross receipts must be deducted 
the expense of the Coliseum, including the 
constructive work on the streets, which will 
be around $16,000. . Although $50,000 worth 
of goods were donated, not all of them were 
sold and out of the cash turned In to the 
treasurer a considerable portion must be de- 
ducted in payment for foods sold on commis- 
sion. This, however, is largely offset by 
charge accounts. A conservative estimate 
places the net profits at $35,000. This will be 
devoted, first of all, to the payment of a 
$7,000 debt on the hospital. The institution 
then will be fitted up in the most modern style 
with the latest improved apparatus, and if 
there is any money left it will be added to the 
endowment fund.

PURS BLAME ON HENNIG. 


COUNSEL OF MAN WHO SHOT FOR- 
MER CHICAGOAN TELLS STORY. 


Says Bucket Shop Keeper Owed Cli- 
ent Large Sums of Money and Re- 
fused to Pay Even When Latter 
Was in Actual Need—Asks That 
Charge Be Dismissed, as Victim of 
Shooting Refused te Prosecute, 
but Judge Denies Appeal. 


New York. Dec. 8&—[Special.]—Thomas 
O'Connor, who shot down and seriously 
weunded William R. Hennig, a bucket shop 
keeper, formerly of Chicago, on Broadway 
yesterday, waa arraigned before Magistrate 
Barlow in the Tombs police court this morn- 
ing and remanded for examination until pext 
Tuesday. 

O’Connor’s counsel endeavored to have the 
charge against his client dismissed on the 
ground that Hennig did not intend to prose- 
cute, but Magistrate Barlow replied that if 
such were the case means.would be found to 
compel Hennig to prosecute, and held O’Con- 
nor in $10,000 bail. 

O’Connor’s attorney gave the magistrate 
the following account of what led up to the 
shooting: 

“My client,” he said, “anda couple of 
other men were running a bucket shop in 
Chicago a few yearsago. They had offices in 
the St. James building there. Their com- 
pany was known as the Capita? Commission 
company W. R. Hennig had dealings with 
the concern, and finally borrowed $2,000 from 


O’Connor, which he coultin"t- pay beck. 


O’Connor Forced from Chicago. 

“Chicago detectives got on O'Connor's 
track ahd he was compelled to shut up‘his 
shop and skip. He came to New York City. 
Hennig had preceded him here and Was run- 
ning a successful bucket shop. My client 
went to see him and asked him, now that he 
could afford it, to pay him the debt of $2,000 
which he owed him. Hennig, my client tells 
me, showed him $40,000 in cash, but refused 
to satisfy the debt. He gave O’Connor $50 
and told him that was all he was going to 


get. 

‘‘ After the $50 had been spent O’Connor 
and his wife wére in actual need. O’Connor 
went tosee Hennig again and Hennig refused 
to give him a cent. O’Connor, who was in 
desperate need of money, persisted in the vis- 
its, however, until Hennig threatened he 
would kill him tf he was bothered any more. 
It was that threat which induced my client 
to arm himself.”’ 


Says He Will Not Prosecute. 

Hennig himself confirmed later the state- 
ment of O’Connor’s lawyer that he did not in- 
tend to prosecute O’Connor. 

Hennig is resting comfortably in his home 
at 2731 Broadway, but his physicians will not 
permit him to see visitors. His wife this 
morning made a statement for thé wounded 


man: 

“Mr. Hennig has decided he will not prose- 
cute. He believes O'Connor was insane when 
he fired the shot. In fact, Mrs. O'Connor 
called me up on the telephone only a short 
time ago and told me she was sure her hus- 
band was in a bad way when he acted as he 
idid.*’

FEAR PHYSICIAN SHOT BY

Little Hope Entertained for Dr. B.. F 


Harris—Man Who Attacked Him to

Little hope was held owt yesterday for the 
recovery of Dr. Benjamin F. Harrie, who was 
shot by A. .C. Campbell, .a lumberman of 
Antigo,. Wis., on the tenth floor of the Stock 
Exchange Building Friday afternoon. 

Dr. Harris is at the Post Graduate hospital, 
2400 Dearborn street, hovering between life 
and death He received four wounds, two of 
the. bullets entering the abdomen and per- 
forating the iatestines. Dr. F. A. Beeley, 
surgeon in chéef, who performed the opera- 
tion, said Dr. Harris has only a “fighting 
chance” to live, and that no change was 
noted tn his condition @uring the day.

Moreover, in consequence of the 
classification of banks as to legal reserve re- 
quired, it will be most profitable to those 
not im reserve cities, lees profitable to those 
in reserve cities, and-least profitable to those 
in central reserve cities. 

Denounces ‘Speculation. 

“YT am no advocate of nor for 
speculation, whether ft takes place in Wall 
street or in any other part of the country. 
I try, however, to be fair in my judgments, 
and it seems to me our friends in Wall 
street are much maligned. In its makeup 
of bankers, brokers, and other financial 
agents Wall street in no way differs from 
the great finanolal centers of other civilized 
countries, and fits record compares favor- 
ably with any of them. If there is a rail- 
road to build, a mining property to develop, 
@ manufacturing industry to organize, or any - 
other improvement of unusual magnitude to 
be umlertaken, we must look to Wall street 
to finance it, and we are seldom disappointed, 
But when, in their efforts to help along the 
legitimate enterprises of the country,’ they 
may occaslonally put out our securities a, 
little faster than the public can absorb them, . 
we turn on them with vindictive abuse and 
hold them responsible for conditions for 
which we more than they are responaibie, 
having benefited by, if we have not fur- 
nished, the overissue of securities which 


caused the trouble.” 


Sees Danger in Delay. 
In explaining the effects. of the proposed 
legislation Mr. Forgan said, provision for 


ample redemption facilities would make the } 


credit currency thoroughly. elastic, He 
added: 

“We ask.the doctrinaires to face existing 
conditions as we have done. To politicians we 
say that in order to meet existing conditions 
we have had to abandon somie economic ideals 
of @ scientifically correct currency. And 
all we gay we believe our recommendati 
will form a safe and conservative step in the 
right direction. The need for legislation on 
the subject ig urgent, delay is dangerous, 
Something must ere long be dona. We would, 
therefore, ask commercial and banking inter- 
ests to unite -in indorsing and pushing for- 
ward our recommendations until they are 
enacted into law.”’

|| Is Dead, Aged 77.

Springfield, 111., Dec. 8.—Bishop George F. 
Seymour of the Epistopal diocese of Spring- 
field died at 7 o'clock this morning. Death 
wae due to pneumonia, from which he had 
been in a critical condition for more than two 
weeks. ’ 

The funera! will take place at 10 o’cieck 
Monday morning from St. Paul's pro-cathe- 
dral. The body will be sent to New York, 
Bishop Seymour’s birthplace. After services 
in Trinity church there next Thursday morn- 
ing, burial will be in Greenwood cemetery, 
Brooklyn. 

Bishop Seymour was born in 1829. He was 
graduated from Columbia college, now Co- 
lumbia university, in 18560. He was an om- 
niverous reader. 

On leaving college he felt it his duty to 
enter the ministry. In 1851 he entered the 
General Theological. seminary. New York, 
graduating three years later. 

Mr. Seymour was ordained deacon and 
priest by Bishop Horatio Potter of New York. 
The first ordination, that of deacon, took 
place on Dec. 17, 1854, and the second, that 
of priest, on Sept. 28, 1856. 

The Rev. Mr. Seymour went for his first 
charge to Annandale, Duchess county, New 
York, where he founded and became the 
first warden of St. Stephen's college. : 

In 1861 he accepted the rectorship of St. 
Mary’s church, Manhattanville, and in 1862 
that of Christ church, Hudson, N. Y. 

In 1865 the Rev. Mr. Seymour was elected 
professor of ecclesiastical history in his alma 
mater. ‘While occupying this chair he was 
elected almost unanimously bishop of Mis- 
sourtl ae ; ; 

In 1877 he was chosen the first bishop of 
Springtie!d, accepting the following year. 

The diocese over which Bishop Seymour 
presided extends from “Bloomington on the 
north to Cairo on the south, and from the iIn- 
diana line on the east to the Illinois river until 
it joins the Mississippi on the west, and then 
to the Mississippi as far down as Cairo. 

Bishop Seymour was the author @ numer- 
ous publications, among them “ Modern Ro- 
manism,’’ “A Plea for Truth,’ “An Open 
Letter to Bishop Doane, with Appendices,’’ 
“Amusements tn Their Relation to Religion,’’ 
** The Sacrament of Baptism,’ and *‘ Related 
Ordinances and the Creed.”’

Senator MeLaurin’s Niece Tes- 
tifies Dr. Butler Attempt- — 
ed to Assault Her. 


INSANE, ALIENIST SAYS. 


Expert in Trial of Mrs. Angie 
Birdsong Says She Was Not 
Responsible. 


Hazlehurst, Miss., Dec. 8.—Some startling 
evidence was given today by Mrs. Angie 
Birdsong, niece of Senator McLaurin, when 
she went on the witness stand in her own de- 
fense on the charge of murdering Dr. 


Thomas Butler. 

She said she went to the office where the 
tragedy occurred with peaceful intentions, 
and that Dr. Butler attempted to assault her 
While there. She swore that no illicit rela- 
tioris ever had existed between her and Dr. 
‘Butler. 

Mrs. Birdsong began her evidence without 
apparent nervousness. She said Dr. Butler 
had boasted that he had been intimate with 
her and that she had made appointments tq 
meet“him ‘during their intimacy. These sto- 
ries, the .witness said, almost broke her 
heart, and from the time she heard them she 
scarcely knew what she was doing. 


Attacked in Office, She Says. 
She said stie was in this half dazed condi- 
“tien when she went to Dr. Butler's office. 
Her. purpose was to ask him if it was true 
that he had told such stories about her, and 
how, as an old friend, he could have done 
such a thing. 

Dr. Butler seized her, the witness testified, 
when she had asked these questions. He at- 
tempted to drag her into a room adjoining the 
office. 

She said she believed he intended to attack 
her in this room, and that she took her re- 
volver and began firing. He had hold of her 
when she began shooting. She said she re- 
membered that she kept on shooting, but that 
the details of Dr. Butler’s death were con- 
fused in her mind. She said she could not 
afterward recall how she reached home after 
the shooting. 

Alienist Holds Her Insane. 

The prosecution then examined the de- 
fendant. They did not change her testimony, 
but toward the close of the questioning she 
nervous. Once she cried. She ex- 
claimed to her examiners: 

‘“‘T swear before my God that no intimacy 
had existed between us.” , 

Dr. O. M. Turner, an insanity expert, testi- 
fied for the defense that he was satisfied 
Mrs. Birdsoig was insane at the time of the 
killing. The defenee rested its case today, 
having occupied a day and a half in present- 
ing witnesses. Arguments will begin on Mon- 
day.

Reviews Department’s Victories. 

The department filed seventy-seven sults, 
of which fifty-three are pending, but will be 
brought to trial as speedily as possible; twen- 
ty-four have been disposed of by trial or 
otherwise, with this result: Eighteen con- 
victions, three discontinued, two verdicts of 
not guilty, and one demurrer to indictment 
sustained. Upon these indictments thirteen 
corporations and seventeen individuals have 
been found gullty. 

The individuals have been sentenced to fines 
ranging from $1,000 to $10,000 each. The cor- 
porations have been fined In sums ranging 
from $15,000 to $108,000 each,

Vraal 
used into the stove after his last interview 
with her. 

Billick never told any one of his knowledge 
that Mrs. Vrzal was dying. 

“TI admit that I am a bad man and that I

swindled her out of $1,800, but I did not poison 
any member of the family. The woman was 
in love with me and wanted tomarry me. She 
wanted me to poison my wife.” 

Further than that Billick refused to talk. 
When he was trapped by the close question- 
ing of the inspector he cried: 

‘Well, go ahead and hang me. I have done 
nothing and you cannot make me say that 
I have.” 

Billick and Wife Are Held. , 

Billick and his wife were held without bonds 
by Judge Maxwell at the Hyde Park police 
court in the morning. QO. L. Kolar, the law- 
yer engaged by Mrs. Billick, made a fight to 
free his client, and threatened habeas corpus 
action. 

The case was continued until Dec. 14. 

The examination of the bodies of three 
members of the Vrzal family was begun in 
the morning at the county morgue. It will 
take several days to determine whether there 
was any foreign substance-in the stomachs 
Coroner Hoffman produced a sample of the 
embalming fluid which was used by the un- 
dertaker who cared for the bodies. It was 
analyzed by chemists and found to contain 
no arsenic. 

The funeral of Mrs. Vrzal was held in the 
morning at the residence at 1586 West Fif- 
tieth street. The body was buried in the 
Bohemlan cemetery. A crowd of curious per- 
sons followed the procession from the house.

It hardly seems.possible that one who only 
a short while ago—a few years—was the 
most talked of man in American pugilism 
should so utterly collapse. Young, strong, 
sturdy, full of vitality, and the most ter- 
rific fighter in the bantam and feutherweight 
class for five years, and today a total wreck. 
That either speaks ill for the game or for 
traveling the pate that kills. Which of the 
two? It certainly cannot be the-game, as 
he never was « chopping block for his op- 
pti so it must be attributed to the 

ce.”’ 

Terry during his short and sucessful ring 
Career engaged in nearly 100 battles, lost 
a fight to Tim Callahan on a foul, and 
was defeated twice by “ Young’ Cor- 
bett. He lost his first fight to Corbett 
on Nov. 28; 1901, in the second round, but 
received no punishment worth mentioning. 
A punch on the jaw sent him to the cnavas 
and when he arose he reecived another blow 
on the same spot which put him out of the 
running. The punfshment he sustained in 
that contest did not. affect him in the least, 
but the fact he was defeated and lost the 
rE on which he sét great store, 


—~@- 

That defeat did more to unbalance his 
mind than did all the punishment that he 
received in all hfs battles combined. He 
brooded and brooded over that setback. He 
considered it a scratch victory and the quick- 
ness of it, presumabiy. was, but when, six 
months later, Corbett repeated the trick at 
San Francisco tn eleven rounds he thought 
differently. He, however, would not credit 
Corbett with being his superior and the 
more he thought of the defeats administered 
by the Denver lad the more he brooded over 
them. Misery, it is said, loves company. 
And misery, I say, seeks forgetfulness in 
the flowing bowl and otherd issipations. 
Some say hard training and hard fights are 
accountable for McGovern’s present unfor- 
tunate condition, but brooding over his two 
defeats and trying to forget them by travel- 
ing along the bro@d path probably are the 
direct cause. 

The first time I saw Terry was at the 
Lenox club, New York, the night he de- 
feated Patsy Haley in eighteen rounds 
That was March 12, 1899. He had beaten a 
number of good little men prior to that and 
was considered the fastest and most terrific 
fighter of his weight and inches this coun- 
try ever produced. Terry was a bantam in 
thoge days and exactly six months after he 
beat Haley he knocked out Pedlar Palmer 
at Tuckahoe, N. Y., In the first'round.. The 
battle was for the world’s bantamweight 
championship and at which I officiated as 
referee. He posed as the champion in that 
division only four months, during which he 
cleaned up every little fighter who had the 
courage to oppose him. On Jan. 9, 1900, 
he moved up into the featherweight division 
as a champion aspirant and won the title 
by defeating George Dixon in eight rounds. 
He knocked out the colored lad, but Tom 
O'Rourke, Dixon’s manager, tossed up the 
sponge in token of defeat before the referee 
could tell off the required ten seconds. Tom 
did this to prvent the fight being recorded 
as a knockout, but the battle went down 
in ring history as a K. O. 

a 

Terry then went down the line, beating 
every one. He was then a well behaved boy 
and, to the best of my knowledge, strictly 
temperate. I remember the night, in Chi- 
cago, that he knocked out Eddie Santry in 
the fifth round and a number of his admirers 
were opening wine, but Terry could not be 
induced to touch a drop of it. After a two 
hour drinking session Sam Harris, Terry's 
manager, joined the party and, seeing the 
number of empty and full bottles on the 
tables, immediately inquired if Terry had 
touched any of it, . 

On being informed that he had not, he 
berated Terry fr keeping late hours and 
hustled hini off to his room’and ordered him 
to go to bed at once. And Terry, the world’s 
featherweight champion and the best little 
fighter in the business, who, if he felt eo 
inclined, could have licked Sam in less than 
two minutes, slunk out'of the room not like 
a whipped cur, but lke an obedient boy. 
McGovern was a model of a boy in those 
days, but when Harris got mixed up in thea- 
tricals and placed Terry in charge of others 
the boy began sowing his wild oats. 


> 

His defeat by Corbett at Hartford marked 
the beginning of his present condition and 
his second defeat at San Francisco aggra- 
vated it. Two eminent Chicago physicians 
looked Terry over two years ago and pre 
dicted he would be an inmate of an insane 
asylum within six months. They said his 
mind was unbalanced and that he was a 
dangerous man to be at large. His actions 
gince then proved they were right as to his fin- 
ish, and the men who looked after his inter- 
ests must have known his condition when they 
matched, or, rather, permitted him to en- 
gage in fights with Murphy, Nelson, Britt, 
and Corbett. Fortunately for all concerned 
he escaped injury in those contests, and this 
must be attributed to his wonderful vital- 
ity. Terry was an honor to the game, and 
the pity is there are not more like he was 
before he went “ wrong.”

That shows a good trait in Tommy's make- 
up and. an excellent trait for others to fal- 
low. Had Tommy matched with and fought 
Johnson hagwould have been the first heavy- 
weight champion to honor a colored mar? 
with a chance to become or to fight for the 
heavyweight title. Sullivan and Corbett 
drew the color line after they became cham- 
pions, and Jeffries, after fighting Hank Grif- 
fin. Bob Armstrong. and Peter Jackson, caid 
‘no colored man need apply.”

Accordirg 
to the opinicns held at Yale. the new ccde 
will permarentiy abolish masse play. w!ll com- 
bine the sensaticnal elemente of forward 
passes, onside. place. ard distance kicks. 
end runs. and wing shifts. Walter Camp 
went on record cn his interview dated Dec. 
8, 1£04, just two years ago. for the state- 
ment that the ten yard rule wou'd open up 
the game and would abolish mags play.

Madieon, Wis., Dec. &—[Special.}—The 
Wisconsin faculty will meet Monday after- 
noon to pager upon the recommendations made 
by the conference committee at Chicago last 
Saturday.

~ Black Pugs Have It Hard. 


There was a time, and not so long ago, 
that the white fighter dodged the colored 
pug because he was too tough a proposition 
to dally with. This was strongly exer. pli- 
fied when Peter Jackson, undoubtedly the 
bert big black that ever dorned a glove, 
loomed up before the supporedly invincibie 
John L. Sullivan. The latter dreaded Jack- 
son, and whenever his name was broached 
with regard to arranging a rratch he raised 
the cry of “ White men $10,000. Niggers 
double price,” inferring that he would fight 
any white man for $10,000, but that the 
purse would have to be raised to double 
that amount to fight a colored man. The 
only colored heavyweight fighter of note 
in thore days was Jackron. and as te (Sul- 
livan) had early in his career practically 
agreed to fight George Godfrey, the Boston 
colored fighter, his fear of Jackson was 
apparent. 

—o 

The beet of the lighter division of col- 
ored fighters were George Dixon, Joe Gans, 
and Joe Walcott, but as the champion- 
ships in their reepective claeses were not 
considered trust titles they foupd op- 
ponents galore to try to check their up- 
ward careers. Of there Dixon was the 
most favored, and had the largest follow- 
ing. This because he always fought to 
win, which ts more than can be gald of the 
two Joes. It was the shady methods of 
Gans end Wal ott that set the followers 
of the game against the colored fighters, 
and as the eport is not boor ing, as in their 
halcyon days, it is only a matter of a short 
time when the colored fighter will be con- 
spicuous by his abeence.

Regarding the shady methods of co!ored 
fighters, that is, the mediocre class, they 
invariably had a hard row to hoe, as the 
hand of nearly every white man that sat 
ata ringside to see him fight a white man 
was raised against him before he stripped 
for action. It invariably Was a case of 
* kill the nigger.”’ and “ the nigger,”’ if he 
was not thoroughly game, would flop to 
his white opponent, 

There have been a number of cases 
wherein the colored fighter was game to 
the core and fought his man. backed up 
by tough heelers, to a standstill, only to 
lose the long end of the purse by being 
decided against by unscrupulous referees.

A fight that fits this case like a wedge 
was that between Steve Crosby, the col- 
ored Nghtweight of Louisville, and a well 
known Louisville amateur, who re- 
nounced the game some years ago, and is 
now a respected citizen of that town, so 
I will omit his name. The fight, a twenty 
round affair, took place in a vacant barn 
on the Six Mile teland. about eix miles 
from Louisville. A crowd of about 200 
sports slipped out of town to avoid the 
authorities in the dead of night to the 
fighting grounds. where a bar had been 
erected with plenty of booze which the 
“barkeep " and the promoters of the 
fight were eareful would be drunk before 
the combatants were brought into the 
ring. They algo were careful to have 
enough of the stuff on hand to make 
life miserable for Steve, should he at any 
time during the fight look like a win- 
ner. 

The now “respected citizen” was 
trained to the hour, but looked a weak- 
ling against the well muscled and hardy 
Crosby. One glance at their respective 
physiques was convincing evidence that 
the “ respected citizen" did not have a 
look in, nevertheless the price was 
**make out your own ticket’’ that the 
“r, c.” would win. Steve, although not 
well versed in physiognomy. could see 
by the dim light of the lanterns that the 
crowd to a man was against him, and 


that his chance of winning wae one ina 
thousand. Determined to make the best 
of a bad bargain and to administer a 
sound beating to the “r. c.," he an- 
swered the call of time for the first round 
and before the session was half over 
with the “r. c."" was covered with ..o0d 
and reclining on the floor dead to the 
referee's count, which, of course, was de- 
livered in slow and measured tones. 
Crosby thought he had won, but he had 
another think coming. as before his sec- 
onds could congratulate him on his easy 
victory every light in the barn was 
doused, and before they were relighted 
the “ respected citizen” had fully recov- 
ered and prepared to continue the fight. 
Steve at first refused to atiswer the 
eall for the second rcund, claiming he 
hed knocked cut his man, and demanded 
the winner's end of the purse. It took 
the half drurken crowd just about a min 
ute to convince him he bad not won and

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that if he refused to go on with the fight 
it would be necessary to cafry him back 
to Leulsville in pieces. Seeirg he ‘was up 
againet it, that the loser’s end of the 
purse had been set aside for him before 
he had entered the ring, and that if he 
balked cn continuing the battle he would 
not receive a penny and get mobbed, 
Crosby faced the “rf. oc,” for rcurnd two, 
Getermired to cut him into ribbors and to 
avoid knccking him cut. 

In the fourth round the “ reepected citt- 
sen was floored again and the lights, 
ae in the first seseicn, were doused. It 
tock those in s of the lanterns about 
five minutes to relight them—or. rather, I 
should say it tcck the “r. ¢.” that long 
to recover from his upset. Steve raised 
no cbjections this time, and when time 
was called for the fifth rourd he was on 
hand to dish owt niore hard wallons. The 
fight went the limit. during which the 
knockouts were recorded by the tumber 
of times the lights were put cut, and at 
the final gong the referee, amid the cheers 
of the crowd. declared Crosby had ivst 
because he kicked abcut continuing the 
fight after the first round.

Crosby. however. did not kick on the 
decision. If he had he weuld have been 
kicked all over the islerd, so be pocketed 
the loger’s end of the subscribed purse— 
abcut “ steen ’ dollars—ard hoped for an- 
other match. This was broached to him 
as s0cn:as the “rt. c.” was able to take & 
peek at himeelf in a mirror, and. althcugh 
he knew he would not be permitted to 
win, be sigred the articles just fcr the 
pleasure of giving the “r. c.” ancther 
good beating and receiving a few dollars 
fcr so doing. The seocnd fight was a 
repetition of the first as to the crowd, the 
knockouts, ard the lanterns, but the ref- 


eree’s decizsion In favor of the “ r. c."’ was 


based on the amount of water [n Steve's 
corner. which, the official declared. in- 
terfered with the “ r. c."8”” foot work, 

The last battie ccnvinced the “ reepect- 
ed citizen ” that he was not cut out for a 
fighter, and that is why he is now-a re- 
spected citizen of Lcuisville,

Another fight cf the long ago, in which 
the dark skin of one of the fighters Wasa 
handicup, was that between Wiley Evans, 
colored, and Con Doyle. The pair had it 
out in the open with extremely small 
gloves, and it was a rattling good fight, 
as both’ men were nearly top notchers. 
The crowd that surrcunded the ring was 
made up of Chicagoans and principally 
friends of Doyie, which did not b de well 
for Wiley. As the boys were pretty even- 
ly matched it was a nip and tuck affair 
for the first six rounds, after which Evans 
took the upper hand and in the eighth 
round scored a clean knockcut, but be- 
fcre the referee could toll off the fatal 
ten seconds the holder of the waich 
called “time,” denoting the end of the 
round. The session was called fully thirty 
seconds short, but as the knccker out was 
colored, with no friends to speak of, no 
attention was pald to the short time. A 
few rounds later Con upeet Wiley witha 
right to the jaw hard enough to keep him 
@own for ten seconds. It was a raw deal, 
but Wiley’s color was against him.

The best bit of refereeing ‘tr favor ofa 
white man against a negro was sprung on 
the crowd that attended the fight at the 
Park theater, Chicago, between Bob 
White and one Brendell. White in this 
case was black, and as he was receiver 
general in the first round, the timekeeper, 
expecting to see the “coon” knocked 
out, prolonged the round four minu‘es 
White handed out the wallops in the sec- 
ond round, but when he knocked Bre ndell 
down and practically out time was called 
hurriedly. In the third period Brendell 
was knocked dead to the world, but the 
referee, instead of counting over him, as- 
sisted in bringing him to life. The crowd, 
which In this .nstance wanted to see the 
best man win, shouted itself hoarse roast- 
ing the ring official and the timekeeper. 
Meantime the referee and seconds were 
working over Brendel] to bring him to, 
but without avall. After being out fully 
five minutes the referee demanded the 
crowd keep quiet, and after making him- 
self heard said: ** Gentlemen, if you will 
keep quiet a few minutes we will bring 
this fellow around all right. We have 
backed him to win this fight, and I hope 
you will give a white man a chance for 
his money.” 

The crowd walked out of the theater in 
disgust, and it never was learned who

Sees Weakness in System. 

Baron Courtney. made a remarkable speech 
on the’ position of the British parliament tn 
relation to the country. He said it would be 
rash to predict the final development of the 
encient assembly of the lords, but their 
strength, which was not great, was derived 
entirely from the imperfections of the house 
of commons. If the letter house were better 
they would not want the house of lords at all. 
The house of commons was the most inade- 
quate and least trustworthy reflection of the 
public mind in England. It often distorted 
and sometimes misrepresented the mind of 
the comunity, and it was not to be trusted 
as the embodiment of the judgment of the 


natton. 
Deplores Warlike Spirit. 
Nothing could be worse than the present 
outiook, he said. In one house there was 
apparent a congestion of democracy; in the 
other the embodiment of all the prejudices 
of position.

Growth in Country and Queen’s Liking 
Aids It in Chances of Superseding 


the Chrysanthemum.

LONDON, Dec. &—Just now the carnation, 

Queen Alexandra’s favorite flower, seems 
to be in a fair way to supersede the chrysan- 
themum as the fashionable winter flower. 
In fact, Hayward Mathias, secretary of the 
newly formed winter flowering society, which 
has been holding its first show in the royal 
botanic gardens this week, thinks the car- 
nation already holds first place. 

“Tt is less than ten years since Engiand 
relied on America for the Dulk of ite tree cars 
nations,” he said. “ Now we ere raising our 
own, and it is safe to say that the English 
raised plants are as good if not better than 
any we ever imported.’’ 

The exhibition is the first organized at- 
tempt in this country to hold a carnation 
show on the American principle of grouping 
all flowers of one color together instead of 
arranging the blossoms itn groups of the 
various hues. The effect of the new system 
of grouping is seen in the greater general 
brilliance of the show, and the wide masses 
of pink flowers and of scarlet, white, and 
yellow is filling the Royal Botanic society’s 
conservatories with a feast of floral splendor. 

One beautiful exhibit is a bowl of large 
flowered heliotrope carnations, called the 
" Mikado,” but the finest flower tn the show 
is the new English raised seedling, the 


bright scarlet, and its blossoms are distin- 
guished for their perfect form. This ex- 
hibit gained the gold medal and first class 
certificate. 

Almost as striking as -the new seedling 
named “ Burnett.”” Some of the blossoms 
are more than four Inches in breadth. The 
color is a delicate shade of salmon pink.

Army Council Demands Law Legalis- 
ing Billeting of Soldiers on 
Private Families.

LONDON, Dec, &—The “ billeting of aol- 
diers in private houses ” phrage is an ominous 
reminder of a critical period in British his- 
toty, and was one of the counts in the indict- 
ment against Charlies I. Yet this practice, 
which the people of thet time resented s0 
strongly, again is being introduced. into the 
British military system. The army council 
is about to make every effort to get an act 
through parliament which will enable the mil- 
itary authorities to billet soldiers on private 

houses for two or three days a year. 

At present it ig illegal to billet troops upon 
the march tipon any one beyond innkeepers 
and livery stable proprietors, and when 
troops are not on the march they canmot be 
distributed in thie way. The argument now 
used in support of this practice is that in any 
wer in a civilized country the army would 
be almost exclusively billeted on the civilian 
population, since to convey tent equipment 
for an army in such a country would be ont 
of the question. 

Therefore, as such a course would be nec- 
essary in war it is thought desirable to prac- 
tice troope in ft In time of peace. It probably

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BOATLESS WARSHIPS HOW. 


BRITISH NAVY TO: ABOLISH PIO- 
TURESQUE SAILING 


Litter of Small.Creft on Decks of Big 
Fighting Machipes Held to Be Use~- 
less and’ Dangerous in time of Ac 

tion—Fate of Cervera’s' Vessels an 
‘Argument. Against Small Wooden

New Dreadnought Betng Built.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—A change in the existing 
boat carrying arrangement in British war- 
stiips will be" inaugurated in the desigh of 
the new Dreadnoughts already under way at 
Devonport and Portsmouth. 

It long has been a complaint of naval men 
that battleships and cruisers are lumbered 
with a number of ‘boats that never are used 
at all The modern warship virtuelly is un- 
sinkable from streas of weather, owing to ite 
numerous watertight compartments; there- 
fore it does not need these craft as a life sav- 
ing provision or for landing of military. 


Picturesque Cutters to Go. 

The 60 foot picket bodt will be retained, as 
it is serviceable for torpedo attack, having 
@ speed of 17 knots. The steam pinnace 
will also remain for the convenience of shore 
communication, but the great sailing Sutters, 
which comparatively few bluejackets now~- 
adays know how to bandle under canvas, 
will certainly disappear. 

The keelplates of a new bdattleship of the 
Dreadnought type have. been laid at a Ports 
mouth dockyard. Dreadnought No. 2 will be 
an improvement in many respects upon the 
existing Dreadnought. It already has been 
reported on what seems good authority that 
ite 12 inch guns will be increased in length, 
weight, and power. The guns of the first 
Dreadnought were about 45 feet long and 
weighed 09 tons. The. new ship will have 
guns slightly over 50 feet long and over 
60 tons in weight, with greater penetra- 
tion than the Dreadnought’s weapons, In 
addition the anti-torpedo armament of small 
guna may be strengthened. 

The size of the new ship will be between 
18,000 and 19,000 tons, as against 17,800 tons 
of the first Dreadnought. The speed will be 
about the same, and the ship will be fitted 
with turbine engines, four screws, and two 
rudders. It is one of the three battleships 
of this year’s program, of which the second 
is to be laid down shortly at Devonport and 
the third is to be built by comtract. Thenew 
ships should be in service early in 1909.

It proposes that the mamés of the 
candidates for each office, followed by the 
party title, shall be printed in alphabetical 
order. There is nothing in this which 
should disturb the peace of mind of the 
practical politicians who are wedded to the 
circle. There will be so few. names on 
the municipal ballot that ' the voter will not 
need any labor saving device. Only a 
few. marks will: have to be made.. There 
may be the names of half a dozen alder- 
manic candidates. If the voter who wishes 
to vote for the party nominee is not intelli- 
gent enough to find his name on the ballot 
he is not a desirable voter. The circle on 
the ballot at a fall election may have its 
uses and doubtless it will be retained. At 
a spring election it can be dispensed with 
without harming enybody. |

SHAKSPEARE AND TOLSTOI. 

Some worthy but oversensitive persons 
are greatly perturbed uver the discovery 
that in a book recently translated Count 
Tolstoi has made certain, onslaughts on 
Shakspeare, maintaining that “Our 
Will” is not only disgustingly immoral 
in his writings but is neither a great 
genius nor even an § avérgge author. 
They remark rather. plaintively that this 
comes with a bad grace from the author 
of “The Kreutzer Sonata,” and they 
seek in various ways to defend the Eliza- 
bethan dramatist from the aspersions of 
the Russian philosopher. 

It might ‘be remarked at the_ outset 
that Tolstoi, as an author, is not to be 
considered in the case, and that his im- 
morality or morality is not at stake. In 
this instance the public has to do with. 
him simply as a critic: -Tolstoi is some 
times amusing, sometimes instructive, al- 
ways interesting. It is interesting to 
know that he finds Shakspeare “ weari- 
some, bewildering, and repulsive,” though 
it cannot be believed that hie emotions 
will be received as anything more than a 
mere expression of personal opinion, ‘0 
which he is entitled. Shakspeare is fair 
game for anybody within cecorous Hmits, 
for he has been more or less of a world 
celebrity for 300 years, and is at least 
physically proof against all attacks. In 
fact, his shade must be well seasoned 
against assault, for, while he has his 
friends and admirers in all lands, there 
have not been wanting Nathaniel 
Holmeses, Ignatius Donnelleys, and a 
tribe of Baconians to proclaim him a 
mountebank, while divers Bernard Shaws 
have pityingly contrasted his puerile ef- 
forts with thelr own. And still there ‘s 
no appreciable descent from the pedestal. 

As for the Shakspearean immoralities 
so obnoxious to Tolstoi, they have not 
been so gross as to eclipse other quali- 
ties. At least some allowance is com- 
monly made by critics for changes in 
time and custom. It is the »a<iest thing 
in the world to criticise. Shakspcare has 
long been subjected to the same rigorons 
treatment. We expurgate him, even if we 
do not improve him, and we omit much 
that may not be brought to the attention 

From time to time

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‘ THE CAUSES OF TRUANCY. : 

From a study of the papers read at 
the truancy. conference ‘the reasons for 
truancy appear to be appallingly. numer- | 
ous. Each speaker found a different one. 
As many of the causes indicated ‘are be- 
yond the power of any one to remove, it 
is evident that prevention cannot be re- 
liéd pon as implicitly as cure. ‘ It is said)’ 
that truancy exists because of the lack 
of visiting nurses, because there is not) 
more manual training, because parents 
have not had a physical examination be- 
fore marriage, because some people are 


poor, because boys do not ‘bathe fre 


quently enough, because school officials 
are cowardly, becanse enough encourage- 
ment is not given to school athletics, be- 
cause vacations are too long, and be- 
cause truent officers do not know their 
business. Other reasons probably were 
given in the conference which are neces- 
sarily omitted in the press summary. 
One reason not. mentioned in print may 
have occurred to some  listeners—that 
there are other things which seem to. 
children pleasanter than going to school. 
The difficulty of accounting for indiyid- 
ual likes and dislikes is an ancient ‘ one. 
Why does a country boy like fishing bet~- 
ter than studying,’ or a city boy prefer 
earning money in an office to studying 
arithmetic aud free hand drawing? May- 
be because he knows better, maybe be- 
cause he does not know. better, but’ cer- 
tainly because that is what he likes. 
Some attempts at going back of the sim- 
ple fact that-a person likes what he likes 


the mysterious why, but. other attempts 
are: forever baffied. As to to why truancy 
is allowed to. continue there can be only 
one answer—the school officials are to 
blame. The causes of truamcy = are 
varied,- the reason for its tolerance is 
constant. 

In.. Chicago. there are special reasons 
fot. truancy in addition to the. long. list 
of. reasons. more or less.universal in their 
application so far as they have any rea] 
existence. A. conspiracy of teachers ex- 
iete, the object of which is to discredit ed- 
ucational théories and. practices now in 


‘vogue. - Naturally. there is a. widespread 


belief. that the: teachers. whose thoughts 
are engrossed by petty.cabals and whose 
ambitions are limited to forming a feder- 
ation of public servauts strong enough to 
rule and ruin: are: not capable of giving 
that ‘thorough, wise, and loving care to 
their pupile which will:-make school. a 
| benefit to them. Although the majority 
of the teachers In the Chicago public 
stools afe as capable, as loyal, and as 
worthy-of ‘confidence as any in the world, 
they all suffer, im the estimation of par- 
ents, fromthe stigma placed upon them 
by ..the brawling, mereenary xnfinority. 
When a new board of education has 
strengthened -public confidence in .the 
echools. both children and parents will be 
more eager to reduce truancy.

THE NEGRO IN MUSIC. 

The dispatches recently anngupced the 
death of Flora Batson,, who . was well 
kttown on the: concert otage-ae “the Black 
Patti.” ’ Her death ‘brings to mind the 
extraordinary :career of: another colored 
singer, “the Black Swan,” who a genera- 
tion ago achieved brilliant success which 
was far from being due entirely to the 
pecuttar advertising methods of Barnum, 
her manager. And to go a littl further 
baek, memory recalls “ Bind Tom,” who 
without eyes and without instruction per- 
formed feats in harmony, counterpoint, and | 
playing which astonished learned musical 
scholars and artists and have never been 
satisfactorily explained. 

There have been other excellent singers 
and instrumentalists among the negroes, 
but the success of the three mentioned par- 
ticularly shows what that race might do 
in musie with proper in@ustry and in- 
centive. Nature has already given the 
negro the qualities of the singing voice, an 
intuitive correctness of tempo, and an en- 
thusiastic love of the art. And it is the 
art in which thus far the race has shown 
the greatest capabilities—to a far, greater | 
degree, indeed, than in literature, painting, 
or statuary. 

It is also,.to be taken into account that 
there is no prejudice against the negro in 
music. The concerts of the three musicians 
mentioned were attended by large’ and 
fashionable white audiences which were as 
lavish with their applause and as generous 
im their appreciation as if the singers had 
been the petted prime donme of the opera 
or coneert stage Theodore Thomas, 
severe as he was in his tastes, did not con- 
sider that he was letting down his stand- 
ard in the least whem he selected instrn- 
mental \wumbers for his orchestra from the 
works of the black Coleridge Taylor. 

There seems to be a field for the negrs 
in music which has not yet been suffi- 
ciently utilized. He undoubtedly can take 
a high place in it if he will cultivate his 
natural abilities. He need not fear that 
race prejudice will antagonize him. Music 
is the universal art and language and be- 
gins where speech ends. The negro should 
have more to say fn it.

TRUE TO THE OLD SPELL. 

Noah Webster, who was somewhat of 
a reformer in his day, would be gratified, 
no doubt, were he living, by the compli- 
ment of confidence paid to him by the 
house committee on appropriations, which 
has inserted a paragraph in the appm- 
priation bill providing that the govern- 
ment printing office “shall follow the 
rules of orthography established by Web- 
ster or the other generally accepted dic- 
tionaries of the English language.”

DATES ON CANS. 

Senator. veridge has introduced = a 
bill to amend the meat inspection act in 
two particulars. He desires to have the 
cost of inspection put on the packers and 
the date of inspection put on the cans. 
These provisions were in the bill as it 
passed the senate, but the house, moved 
by the protests of the packers, struck 
them out. As there is n> such popular 
demand for them ase there was for the 
inspection ftself, the house is not likely 
to reinstate them. 

The law as it stands appears to be 
werking well. The distrust of packing 
house products, at home and abroad, 
seems to have been dispelled. The pack- 
ers have no reason to complain of a. lack 
of business. It may be that in time de- 
fects will be discovered in the workings 
of the law. If so some future congress 
will rectify them. 

The packers have hinted that if the 
cost of inspection is thrown upon them it 
will fall entirely upon domestic consum- | 
ers. .When they are trying to sell to for- 
eign consumers they have to meet the 
prices asked by their competitors who do 
not have to pay inspection charges. If 
the packers were to raise the price of 
their goods to cover the cost of inspec- 
tion they would lose business. So it ‘s 
probable that they would shift the entire 
burden to the shoulders of American con- 
sumers, whereupon there’ would be bitter 
complaints of an advance in the price of 
meat. | 

‘The proposition that every label shall 
bear:a date appegls to every man whio 
likes to know just what it is he is buy- 
ing. He has neither love nor reverence 
for antiquity where’ canned goods are 
concerned. It is uséless to tell him that 
“age cannot wither” them. .He has a 
rooted prejudice in favor ofthe last sea- 
son’s pack. That isa prejudice. which 
should be respected. Honest commer- 
cialism calls for the date on the label. 

The effect would be that wholesalers 
or retailers who had to carry goods for 
any length of time would have to mark 
down prices to get-rid of them.

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nether the Mithridatic nor the injection method depends for ‘ts 
eMicacy on any such false principle as that a poison is of itself capable 
of reversing its own effect. Immunity from epidemic disease is ob- 
tained by making the living organism produce anticorpora in advance, 
and a specific poison or a specific virus is capable of producing im- 
munity from the disease which it represents exactly. in proportion as 
it is capable of making the living organism produce the anticorpora, 
The real’ danger of experimental isopathy consists in the fact that it 
used to be, and to some small extent still is, supposed that a poison 
can actually be its own antidote, whereas it has been shown that that 
never is the case. This mistaken view, much popularized under the old 
name, * homeopathy "—and, incidentally, one may add, under the old 
principle that the “ best cure is a hair of the dog that bit you “—-gava 
rise to the famous remark of Brétonneau, the discoverer of modern 
anti-diphtheritic treatment: “In the interests of the art of medicine 
it is better that a great fact should be forgotten than that it, should 
be perverted.” 

The anticorpora are of a dual nature, and. they consist partly of 
the derivatives from the vital corporeal elements of the infected or- 
ganism as described by Ehrlich and partly from derivatives of the in- 
feeting substance itself. The derivative from the infecting substance 
——the bacillus—of tuberculosis is what I have called ““TX substance.” 
The infectious substance itself is dual and separable into (1) a sub-, 
stance, TC, which can be assimilated by the cellular structure of the 
living being. and (2) another substance, TV, which cannot be 4s- 
similated and is sentoff into the fluid part of the body. The part which 
is sent into the fluid. is tuberculin, and it proceeds to exert an attrac- 
tion on the assimilated part which effects a derangement of the cellular 
system to which TC now belongs. 7 

There dre three principal methods known to medical science of pro- . 
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forms in political parlance. They indicated about where. believers 
stood. They were not intended to be literally enforced. » Nor were 
they meant to be permanent. Nearly every ancient convention adopted 
a creed which was changed by the next convention. There were hui- 
dreds of creeds promulgated in the ancient church, all of which sub- 
sequently were modified. Some of-these are given in the early chureh 
histories, The existing creeds. such as the apostles’ creed, were given 
first in a ditferent form and they have been modified often since. 
There are now many forms of the apostles’ creed, and, although it ‘s 
claimed that it originated in the time of the apostles, it did not get 
its present form until in the sixth century. The creeds were meant to 
be taken indefinitely and to be changed frem time to time as the .peo- 
ple discovered more truth, and were not meant to has always an1 
everywhere the same. , 

, Nor were all Christians expected to believe all the doctrines of-a 
creed any more than all republicans or democrats are now expected t»> 
accept all the planks in their party’s platform. .. The ereeds were 
meant as a sort of general guide to the truth. They were not meant 
as a criterion of Christian correctness of thought or faithfulness. 
There are many Christians who believe only alittle of any creed, re- 
jecting some of the creeds altogether, and differing widely from other 
Christians. The ancient world did not contemplate that all. people 
should think alike even on the essentials of Christianity. It is doubt- 
ful whether the early church contemplated making any particular 
views obligatory. Belief in no dogma was essential, and people might 

_ believe a part.and be deemed faithful Christians. 
And so it ought to be enough now if people believe the bulk of 4 
church’s creed. Where there are fifty articles of -faith, éf-one. believes 
forty-nine of them he should be thought sufficiently orthodox, That

a feeling of interest, such a glow of sentiment in the hearts of the on-

With this feeling in his heart the man with the “ grouch” sees a 
new angle to the incident every time it recurs to him. The more he 
considers it the more he sees the hidden meaning and cause of it all. 
He recalls that on one certain occasion this acquaintance of his acted 
in a funny sort of way about something. Then he remembers that this 
fellow Jones might have had occasion to look at something in the 
wrong light, and at once the possibility of his having nursed the feel- 
ing he is angrier still. The offending speech or action grows in sig- 
nificance every time he thinks of it! It has a bearing on this and on 
that and on another. What an impossible fellow Jones is, anyhow! 
How small and how mean! 

But in all this while Smith has been overlooking his own small- 
ness almost to a certainty. By bis own inaction he has made it plain 
that he could not sanely call his friend Jones to account at the time— 
the thing was not of enough importance! 
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curing immunity from disease. The first and best known {fs Jenner’s 
ipectagiion system, discovered 120 years’ ago. It was‘found by Jenner 
that the application of a weak form of the virus or living bacillic sub- 
stance of smallpox procured for human beings immunity from the at- 
tacks of the virus itself. .I have succeeded in producing a correspond- — 
ing weak form of the virus or bacillic substance of diphtheria. To do 
this I treat the substance with a preparation of iodine. By working 
on the principle thus found available in. the cases of smallpox ‘and 
diphtheria it was further found that the bacilli of human tuberculdsis, 
discovered by Koch, acted on cows as a weak virus—corresponding to 
Jenner's vaccine in the case of men. 
- The second system is to employ not the' living virus itself. but thie 
poison (nonbacillic) which it produces. Thus to immunize a horse 
sagainst diphtheria’ you first of all inject. a small dese of the- poison 
(not the virus) of diphtheria under the skin and double the dose every 
day. The procedure lasts about six weeks. Now, this doubling system, 
beginning with a small quantity, was the system employed by Mith- 
ridates, except that he swallowed the poison. In 1890 Koch snceceeded 
in immunizing men against his tuberculin by this method, and Prof. 
Ebriich has adapted the system for use against. vegetable poisons. 
This second system, however, presents certain difficulties. . It {is 
true that animals made immune by the Mithridatic system against the 
poison of diphtheria are also rendered immune from attacks of the 
living virus. But men made immune against the poison of tubercilosis 
(Koch's tuberculin) are not thereby made immune fron) the virus of 
living bacilli. I have found a poison derived from the bacilli of tuber- 
culosis which I call tulase. This is not the same as Koch's tuberculin, 
and, unlike the latter, it has been found to render animals immune 
from the attacks of the bacilli of tuberculosis. 
The third system employed in endeavoring to secure immunity is 
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them. It is a remarkable unanimity if the members of a church ae 
cept half its'doctrines; and, *as a matter of fact, the people in every 
church differ fn what they believe and in what they reject, some 
throwing away one set of dogmas and others a different set. This 
does not prevent them from getting along well together and coéper- 
ating in all the practical purposes of Christianity>.. The leaders of 
the church never know how many heretical members.there are, not 
is it important. This. fact comes out whenever theré is a churc® . 
trial or a dispute about the doctrines of a church. 

Nothing is more conducive to heresy than efforts to compel peo- 
ple to be orthodox. At every heresy trial many people: champion’the 
heretic, and the church is divided. Heresy prosecutions call the at- 
tention of the people to their differences and ténd’ to’ widen those dit- 
ferences. Many do’not know they are unorthodox unti] they are com- 
pelled to think whether they are so or not. But a heresy trial reveals 
the fact.that many think like the heretic; and one way of promoting 
heresy in the clergy and in the people is to é¢all those to account who 
are supposed -to be heretical.

This is the material point in the whole argument. There are words 
spoken a million times a day between warm friends which if put to 
the analysis which Smith calls into action would disrupt all social re- 
lations all over the country.

Each will understand when to yield, and when, 4s is 
usually the case, it behooves them to walk joyfully hand in hand. 

Nevertheless, in spite of this affectionate equality, it is a. well 
known social and political fact that every government must have a 
virtual head, else there will be confusion and mishaps.

To Discover Mathematical Ability. 


The mathematica) ability was investigated pretty 
closely since racial progress has been shown to be 
closely paralleled by development of the ability to 
deal with mathematical concepts and relations. One 
of these had to do with conception of the simple 
mathematical relations of chance, suchas this: Twen- 
ty purses are lying on the table: all are empty except 
one, which contains $20, but you have no idea which 
one it'is that contains the money. How much could 
you afford to give to be allowed to draw one of the 
purses? 

Then there were language tests including read- 
ing. The dull boys as a group are decidedly inferior 
to the bright boys. They are less fluent, miscall more 
words, and have far less expression. The tone of voice 
is more monotonous and has more of the unnatural 
“schoolroom” pitch. The frequently misplaced em- 
phasis shows that fine shades of meaning are not 
grasped.

Readers Have Best Knowledge of Language. 


The boys were asked to make words from these 
anagrams: Teiabr, mekiafgn, for each of which they 


were allowed eight minutes and the following, for. 


which they were allowed two minutes each: Raado, 
osdnae, cdobuser, pyahnte. The boys that were de- 
ficient in spelling, amount of reading done, ability to 
read, etc., were those that did poorly here. 

In the interpretation of fables the dull boys fre- 
quently missed the point of the story altogether. One 
of the fables, for example, detailed the fate of the 
stork which was caught in a trap set for cranes, and 
was compelled to die along with the cranes. Some of 
the dull boys thought the fable teaches us how to 
catch birds.

The girl herself is mot 
supposed to know anything about it, though as a. mat- 
ter of fact, when she observes the young man in 
frequent communication with her father she begins 
to suspect that there is something in the wind. of 
peculiar interest to herself.

Lover Must Make Trade with Father. 


The lover finds the old man as tricky as a New 
Englan” horse trader. He pretends for a long time 
not to understand what the youth is after, and when 
he mo longer can evade ‘he issue he demands an ad- 
vance payment of some valuable native goods or kine 
as a sort of preliminary earnest money. Real money 
is unknown among the Dusuns. 

Having received this-token of the young man’s 
good will, the father pretends that the girl is too 
young to marry; that she is a most valuable worker: 
that he cannot bear to part with her. All the time, 
of course, he is extremely anxious to find her a hus- 
band, and, while the young man knows this, he must 
fall in with the father’s mood and submit to vexatious 
delays as the negotiations proceed. ; 

The established price of a wife is four “buku,” or 
commodities current in exchange among the Dusuns. 
The four articles given to the father consist of a 
large, deep toned gong, a long brass cannon, a sword, 
and a spear, the payment of any two of these bind 
the bargain, and neither the girl nor her father may 
back out. The girl’s mother is not considered. 


= 
Young Woman's Wishes Not Considered. 


If the young woman has fixed her affections else- 
where, or *oes not like the young man with whom her 
father is trading, she sometimes runs away from home 
and takes refuge with some other tribe or with 4dis- 
tant Kinsmen. She gets little Sympathy here, how- 
ever, for the strangers among whom she has taken 
refuge scold her and send her back home, for she 
practically belongs to the youn@ man who has paid 
enough down to bind.the bargain. 

Often the poor girl is so strongly set against the 
marriage that she will not go baek to her lover, and 
takes refuge in another village, or even hides in the 
woods until hunger or the fear of wild animals forces 
her to appear. Then she.is seized and bound or closely 
guarded and taken back to her home by a delegation 
of her captors. They expect to receive a reward from 
the waiting husband for bringing his runaway bride 
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aome. At all events, they are invited 
to remain and take part if the wed- 
ding festivities. 

| Whether the bride be willing or 
unwilling, the festivities occur. The 
villagers drink dice beer and eat meat 
for many days and nights, and in the 
end the girl usually makes the best 
of her father’s bad bargain and takes 
part in the merriment. 

The married couple sete up house- 
keeping under the same roof with her 
kindred, and perhaps also of her hus- 
band’s kindred, for the Dusun houses 
are large and a single bamboo man- 
sion may be occupied by twelve or 
more families. A long passageway 
or hall runs down one side of the 
house for @ length of eighty or a 
hundred feet, and doors open from 
this hall into the different apart-

ments. Hach family has its own pigs, rowls., goats, and 


cattle, which share the house with the ohildren. 


When the first child is born, the payment of the 
remaining “buku” is| due, and the old man usually 
finds means of collecting it, even if ‘his son-in-law 


has become sick of his bargain. If a divorce is desired 


either by the man or the woman, it may be arranged 


through the heads of the village, who sit as a sort 
of court and hear the evidence and mete out justice 
according to Dusun standards.

In the largest and most 
complicated of machines ft is not unusual to 
find several specialists neces-ary to its proper 
erection and operation, one having been un- 
able to achieve proficiency in the whole. In 
such cases each man is a specialist in his 
part, and, just as a surgeon may be an ex- 
pert in cranial operation and know little 
about the successful treatment of appendict- 
tis, he may know no more about the machine 
as a total than is necessary to his own spe- 
clal part. But in most cases one expert, 
who may or may not have a gang of skilled 
workmen under him, is responsible for the 
machine. 

The expert invariably is employed by the 
makers or selling agents of a machine. In 
some instances the purchaser of a machine 
pays the cost of setting it up, but the most 
usual course is to sell it on condition that 
the seller put it into operation. It all 
amounts to about the same the man who 
buys is of course the man who pays. .So 
with a $2,000 machine sold in Michigan may 
go a $50 per week machine expert. His serv- 
ices may be required for a week, it may be 
but a day. But whatever the time he stays 
until he has seen the power turned into the 
machine, has seen it turn out the work for 
which it was made, and until the purchaser 
is satisfied that he is getting what he is pay- 
ing for. Then he packs his grip and hastena 
back to Canal street, possibly to be sent to 
Nebraska the next day on the same kind of 
errand. 

*- * 
Machinist Sometimes Salesman. 

Sometimes the expert is salesman as well. 
In that case he looks after the delivery and 
running of the machine he sells. Sometimes 
he is a partner of the firm, for a thorough 
knowledge of the machinery handled by a 
house is a pretty good sort of recommenda- 
tion for a partnership. But in most casés 
he is just an expert, paid for setting up ma- 
chines. In the larger houses this is his func- 
tion exclusively; in the smaller ones where 
his services are not continually required in 
such work, he is employed in the shop, store, 
or office-when not employed at his regular 
craft. Or he may be busy repairing ma- 
chines when not actually setting them up. 

Usually he begins as an apprentice tn the 
shop. Then he becomes a full fledged work- 
man, and it is then that he shows that he 
is of the etuff that makes experts or does 
not. He usually attracts attention by show- 
ing that he knows more about the machines 
made in his shop than his fellow workmen. 
Although the mechanic is a skilled and in- 
telligent workman, the man who knows the 
workings of a machine of which he makes 
perhaps one part is the exception. 

* *. 


Works His Way Up from Bottom. 

It is from the pick of thege exceptions that 
the machine expert comes. 

A few are graduates of technical institu- 
tions, but the majority have come up from 
the ground, beginning by running a machine 
that made a minor part of the machine which 
afterwards they will know well as to be 
‘able to make one if given t? This Ts just 
If he 
does not, he cannot successfully p cute 
his work. He must know how every part 
in hig machine ls constructed; what its 
strength, how it shall be adjusted, how it 
shall run, and how the whole shall run when 
put together. In making repairs he fre- 
quently makes with hie own hands delicate 
parts. He is in reality the professor of me- 
chanics; he knows how it all is done and 
why. 

Hig salary may vary from $20 to $100 per 
week. If he is exceptionally good he will get 
the latter figure; if exceptionally poor the 
former will be his price. His position varies 
as machines and firms vary. In the best and 
largest he is a person of importance; in the 
emaliest he is just one grade above the com- 
mon workman. He occasionally suffers 
financially during times of industrial depres- 
sion, and sometimes he is worked to death 
on hurry orders. Generally he can keep him- 
self continually employed and his vocation is 
not more crowded than other vocations 
where brains and special talent are neces- 


sary.

Telegraphy Key to Success. 


HE great railroad men of this country 
have come up from the ranks. Here 
and there are a few who have entered 
the rallway business with a university 
education or through the avenue of 

good positions, but a large majority have 
started with a common school education and 
near the bottom rung-of the ladder. There 
nardly is a humble calling connected with 
the .business from which one or more men 
have not climbed to the top. , 

President Harris of the Burlington began 
his railway career as an office boy in the 
Offices at Hannibal, Mo., of the road, of 
which the ie now head. President Winchell 
of the Rock Island and President Mellen of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
started ih minor clerkships. President Har- 
ahan of the Illinois Central forty-two years 
ago was a switchman in the yards at Alex- 
andria, Va. 

But the instrument with which the largest 


‘mumber of railway men have unlocked tiie 


door to great successes has beer the telegra- 
pher’s key. Probably morg of the prominent 
railroad operatives of this country started 
in the business as telegraphers than in all 
other ways combined. 
n . 
Train Dispatchers Succeed. 

The avenue through’ which the telegraph 
operator generally rises to high positions is 
the train dispatcher’s office. Conditions in 
railway operating departments have changed 
considerably in recent years. Some roads, 
the Pennsylvania being a conapicuous exam- 
ple, have been employing in their operating 
departments many engineers who have grad- 
uated from the technical schools. President 
Caszatt, himself a graduate of the Rensse- 
laer Polytechnic institute, has been the chief 
promoter of this policy. There also has been 
a rapid increase of double tracks and of 
block signal systems and other appliances 
which, by Hghtening the labors and render- 
ing less important the responsibildties of 
train dispatchers, restrict in some degree 
their opportunities for developing and prov- 
ing their capacity for higher positions. 

It ig the opinion of those best fitted to 
judge that in the future, as in the past, the 
men who start at the telegrapher’s key and 
end in the general manager's, vice presi- 
dent’s, and president's offices will be numer- 
ous in the land. This is the view taken by 
William A. Gardner, who, as vice president 
in charge of the operation and maintenance 
of the Chicago and Northwestern, controls 
the handling of more trains, perhaps, than 
any other railroad man in Chicago. Mr. 
Gardner himself began railway work thirty 
years ago as a telegrapher for the Chicago 
and Alton at Lemont, Ii.

Telegraphy Is Best School. 

“J don’t mean to essert,”’ said Mr. Gardner, 
“that men) can’t be trained for operating 
officials as well in any other schoo! as in that 
of the telegraph operator, but I believe that 
in the future, as in the past, that is the school 
from which the greatest number of them will 
be graduated. Superintendents constantly 
are on the lookout for operators who show 
special alertness, coolness, and clearneés of 
head end application to their duties, Such 
operators, no matter where they are found, 
are advanced epeedily to the train dispatch- 
er’s office as vacancies occur. 

“On every division there ie a chief dis- 
patcher and six assistants, The assistant 
dispatchers work ‘tricks’ of eight hours. 
The chief dispatcher works mearer eighteen 
hours than eight. He oftem has a telegraph 
instrument in his room, so thet he can be 
calleG day or night. The dispatcher must 
heve initiative and a judgment that fe not 
hasty or impulsive. He must know how to 
handle men, for every operator and every 
conductor and engineer is under his ordera, 
He must plan bis canspaign and stick to it, 
He fights a battle every hour. Every train 
represents a regiment of soldiers, and the 
dispatcher must move them ali so they will 
mot meet or they will at once plunge into 
Geadfy conflict.

Lives an Anxious Life. 

“The train @ispatcher has more annoy~ 
ances and anxieties every hour than any 
other person on the road hasin three. The 
man who can stand the strain to which he 
is subjected and make no bad mistake gen- 
erally has capacity for higher work. Many 
dispatchers are ‘busted’ and become ner- 
vous wrecks. The business of a raflroad is 
to furnish transportation. No man is in @ 
better posttion to learn how best to furnish

it than the dispatchers, and while changes in 
conditions have rendered and are render- 
ing their work less exacting and important 
than formerly; their chances of becoming 
general officers are probably not being much 
reduced,”’ 


The greatest railroad man in Canada is Sir . 


William C. Van Horne, chairman of the 
board ,and@ formerly president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific. For his eminent services in 
promoting the commercial and industrial 
development of Canada he was knighted. 
Sir William is a native of Will county, Illi- 
nois, and forty-nine years ago began his 
railway career as telegraph operator on the 
Illinois Central in Chicago. He continued 
to be connected with various American roads 
until 1882, when he went tothe Canadian Pa- 
cifie as general manager. His last position 
on this side the national line was that of 
general superintendent of the Chicago, Mil-

* 
Marvin Haghitt’ s Career. 

Marvin Hughitt, president of the North- 
western, stands in the front rank of great 
American railway men. Fifty years ago M*” 
Hughitt entered railway service as @ tele- 
graph operator on the St. Louis, Alton and 
Pacific, now the Chicago and Alton. His rise 
was steady. In 1872 he became general super- 
intend@ent of the Northwestern, in, 1876 its 
general) manager, in 1880 vice president, and 
in 1887 ite president. 

The record of President Albert J. Barling of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul is ex- 
traordinary in that it has all been made upon 
the line of which heis now chief. He entered 
its service forty years ago as a telegraph op- 
erator, and rose step by etep through all the 
grades of ite operating department. 

Another Chicago railroad president who 
started as a telegrapher is Henry Irving 
Miller of the Chicago and Eastern Ulinois 
and Evansville and Terre Haute road. 

President Alfred J. Davideon of the St. Louls 
and San Francisco studied telegraphy at 
night while working days as a station bag- 
gage master for the Alton. Mr. Davidson 
was also president of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois and Evanaville and Terre Haute until 
recently, but resigned owing to the growing 
pressure of his duties as head of the Frisco. 


~ Some of the other American railroad presi- 


dents who have started in railway work at 
the telegraph operator’s key are Milton H. 
Smith of the Louisville and Nashville, 
Thomas M, Hmerson of the Atlantic Coast 
line, and Charlee R. Hudson of the Mexican 
Central.

W. C. Brown's Rapid Rise. 

The most conspicuous example of telegra- 
phers who have become vice presidents is 
w. C. Brown, senior vice president of the 
New York Central lines. In his present posi- 
tion Mr. Brown is the operating head of all 
the numerous roads, east and west, which 
comprise the great Vanderbilt system. While 
Mr. Brown's first work as a telegrapher was 
done on the Milwaukee, he was longest in the 
service of the Burlingtom In twenty years 
he rose on that foad from train dispatcher 
to general Manager,

Various Steps Upward.

The Mst of high rail wey officials who started 
at the telegrapher’s key could be lengthened 
almost indefinitely. if to it were added the 
names of the genera) managers and general 
superintendents of the big lines and of the 
presidents and vice presidents of the smaller 


roads who began as operators. The regular 


order of promotion in the operating depart- 
ment on most well organized roads is 
through the grades of train dispatcher, train- 
master, assistant superintendent, division 
superintendent, general superintendent, as- 
sistant general Manager, general manager, 
and vice president in charge of operation; 
and, other things equal, the vice president 
in charge of operation always stands the 
best show of being made president in case of 
@ vacancy occurring in that office. The pro- 
portion of superintendents and general 


agers who have been telegraphers is even™ 


larger than the proportion of vice presidents 
and presidente.

Some of the Salaries Paid. 

Telegraph operators are paid on western 
railroads from $52.50 to $75 per month. Train 
dispatchers get around $120, chief train °dis- 
patchers from $140 to $150. The pay of as- 
sistant superintendents varies from $150 to 
$200 per month, that of division superintend- 
ents on the big roads from $2,500 to $4,000 
The general superintendent of a 
big system gets $5,000 or upward, the general 
manager $12,000 to $15,000. The salaries of 
vice presidents in charge of operation, like 
those of other high railroad officials, vary 
widely, ranging from $15,000 to three or four 
times that amount. 

The telegrapher's art is not the one for the 
young man to learn who wishes to make big 
money from the start and who will vrow 
impatient if opportunity seems slow to come, 
Promotions usually do not come fast at 
first in the railway operating department, 
as the careers of the great railway opera- 
tives of the country show. But the careers 
of these men aleo demonstrate that for the 
young man who is not in undue haste to make 
a big income, who has good judgment, abun-~ 
dant energy, and patience to wait for hig 
chance telegraphy affords as numerous and 
great opportunities as any other calling

By a Reformed Beggar. ; 


F you want to:find the greatest number 
of fools to the 100, all that you've got to 
do is to tuck up your trousers and take 
a walk over on to West Madison street, 
somewhere between Canal and Halsted 
streets. You will finda certain lodging house 
somewhere in that district that is the especial 
haunt of the beggars of Chicago. These beg- 
gars are the fools of whom I’m speaking. 
They imagine that.they are “ wise ’’—that 
is, most of them do—and they get credit for 
being so from a certain part of the public 
that imagines they get a good living without 
doing any work. But they are fools just the 
game. They work as hard as, if not harder 
than, the average honest workmen, and they 
get nothing out of it all that is worth having. 
They are beggars who have nattve ability 
to fill almost any. kind of position; beggare 
who might be salesmen, mechanics, clerks— 
there are plenty of them who might be actors, 
and some who might be detectives. In any 
of these lines they would make much more 
money, have much more leisure, and get more 
out of life generally than they do at present, 
But they’re fools, that’s why they beg. If 
they were not they would go to work. »They'’ve 
got into the begging habit, andthey think it’s 
easy graft, and they don't stop to find out 
how badly they are fooling themselves.

Shoving a Truck Now. 


I know all this, because I wae a * twister” 
once myself, and went through the mill from 
Ato Z I'm working now, working hard, 
shoving a truck in an Illinois Central freight 
house, and whenever I stop tothink that once 
upon a time I spent two whole years trying 
to get a living for nothing, I want to go back 
of some building and kick myself till I'm sore. 
I make $12 a week now. Sometimes at the 
old graft I made as much as $l5a day. But 
I never averaged over $12 a week for a 
month at a time, and even when I did pull 
down this &mount I usually found myself 
without a cent In my pockets at the end of the 
week. I lived, just as all beggars live, from 
hand to mouth—never two meals and a ded 
to the goo@—and always taking the chance 
of sleeping in some alley and going without 
eating. AhdI worked hamer, worried more, 
and was im much poorer condition generally 
than I am at present. 

The first great reason why a beggar le a 
fool to follow his trade is because he has to 
work harder than he would if he followed 
a legitimate vocation. The great object of 
a beggar’s life, and the thing that he gets 
most credit for from a certain kindof people, 
is that he makes the world give him a living— 
for nothing. But does he do this? Not at 
all. Om the contrary, as I already have said, 
he works harder than most honest working- 
mem I'll explain why he has to do ao, 

” » 


Law Breaker and Outcast. 


In the first place, the beggar is a law- 
breaker and an outcast. This meams that 
he’s got to keep out of the sight of the po- 
lice or have his graft spoiled, or else split 
up with them in a way that makes his work 
substantially for them ,alone. The man who 
is outside of his legal rights is always the 
“fall guy ”’ for the rest of the world. The 
burglar or robber, being on the offensive, 
is not so much in this condition. But the 
beggar, who pleads instead of taking, is the 
butt of tke world. 

The policemen kick him into the street, or 
rob him; the decent citizen, if he happens to 
be irritable, takes a punch at him when 
approached; the “drunk’’ kicks him into 
the street, and his ‘‘ friends ""—his pals—rob 
him while he sleeps. He is hunted, chased, 
cursed, and driven by everybody. He has 
no standing. He can’t go into a police court, 
no matter in what capacity, without being 
sent to the workhouse for a period. He is 
a social pariah—everybody’s dog—and he 


gete everything that is coming to the dog. 

Here are a few of the things that a beggar 
must do in “ getting his living for nothing’: 

He must work eight hours a day. 

Must walk on am average fifteen miles, 

Must talk enough to make the ordinary 
man tired. 

Must make himself an object of pity 
through some physical contortion of in some 
other way that puts a severe strain upon 
him. 

Must keep his senses of perception at the 
highest tension. 

Must watch for the police..,

Work Eight Hours a Day. 

Take the first of these things, the eight 
hour day. That's as long as most workmen 
work, and moat beggars are on the street that 
leng. Unless he is a “ flopper '’—sits on the 
walk—he is on his feet every minute of that 
time. Most of the time he is walking, and 
walking at different gaits ard paces, because 
he must keep etep with the man he is beg- 
ging from. This is one of the hardest things 
in the world to do. One moment it is a man 
who walks with slow, deliberate steps; the 
next one who walks quickly and nervously. 

Ané@ then the “splel’’! Why, if the beggar 
would put half of the energy and cleverness 
that he puts into his speech in some honest 
form of endeavor, he would earn money 
enoug& to make his reeeipts from beggary 
look like a pittance. The suecessful beggar 
must be something of an actor. I know at 
least three old members of the profession 
whose “ spiel,” when they think they have 
got some one who will loosen up for a sub- 
stantial amount, would do credit to any sec- 
ond class actor. The woe begqne look, the 
piteous appeal in the tones of the voice, and 
the shambling gait, all are the result of effort 
on the part of the beggar. Actors say the 
strain of assuming a part for two hours a 
day unnerves them. But the beggar assumes 
his part for a whole day, and imagines that 
he is not working! 


* 
Hardest of All Work. 

The talk, after all; is nothing compared to 
the “‘trick.’” The latter is making oneself 
an object of pity. To simulate St. Vitus 
dance, partial paralysis, blindness, loss of 
limb, or helplessness in some other form, 
means real work on the part of the ablebodied 
beggar. And most beggars are ablebodied. 
Try strapping your right arm along the side, 
with the elbow bent and the forearm bent 
across the abdomen for three or four hours 
at a stretch and then say, if you can, that 
you would not sooner do honest labor for a 
full day. 

Or throw yeur wrists out of joint—this was 
my trick—and hold them in a contorted posi- 
tion for half a day. Physical labor ie what 
these feats are, and nothing else. Besides, 
one always must be on the lookout for the 
man who looks as if he would yield to_a beg- 
gar's plea, and keep out of the way of tiie 
police all the time. If they see you, there 
is an end to your work for several weeks at 
the shortest. 

And the reward for all this is bare existence. 
No matter how much a beggar may make, he 
never gets beyond the lodging house and free 
lunch stage of living. While a few beggars 
have died rich,, you never will find the case 
of one who hae lived so. The worstinevery- 
thing Is the lot of the beggar. 

The next time you are approached by one, 
don’t give him any money and don’t kick him 
into the street. Just say, ‘“‘ You sucker, why 
don’t you go to work honestly?” 

It will do him more good than all that piece- 
meal charity and all. the biows in Christen- 
dom. For most beggars, at some time or 
other, begin to suspect that)they are fools. 


“Then, if they know that the rest of the world 


is on to them, they may reform, Just as I 
did. And they'll be gled. .

There has been an orgy of credit talk; gut 
there are indications that the world of in- 
dustry is waking up to the fact that the new 
theory is not all that it is “cracked up to 
be.” It is coming to realize that the old 
ideas about credit being a vicious principle 
on which habitually to do business, are sound. 

Chief among the guiding rules of. the late 
Mr. Marshall Field were the mottos: 
business on a cash basis,” “ Never borrow.” 
If it is absolutely necessary. to give credit 
then “Sell on a shorter time than competi- 
tors.” Make every inducement to the buyer 
to pay for his goods as soon as possible. 

People often fail to grasp the truth that 
the success of the gigantic mail order houses 
is as much due to their doing business on a 
strictly cash basis as to any other factor, 
mammoth 
stores of Philadelphia, New York, Chicago, 
eto., largely ean be explained by the ** small 
profit, Quick return” idea being everiast- 
ingly put into operation.

~ Pay When You Buy. 

In stores the most satisfactory way of doing 
business is to see what you are getting, after 
a careful examination, pay for your pur- 
chase, and walk away with your parcel under 
your arm. Of course if it is too heavy you 
have to ask for van delivery. 

Thies is the way the storekeeper likes things 
to be done, and if every one would pay for 
small purchases and take them away it would 
enable the retailer to sell his goods on a smat!- 
er mergin of profit. The stores that are 
asked. to send a few needles or a box of 
handkerchiefs by delivery van lose much of 
their profit om such transactions. They 
usually do not make a large amount onshop- 
pers who continually ask to have goods sent 
“C.O. D.” Often by the time the shopper 
hes regched home her mind has changed, and 
when the delivery man trudges up five flights 
of stairs the lady is “* not at home; no in- 
structéons have been left.”” Then, after a 
vaim attempt to deliver the goods the next 
day and the day after, the goodsare put back 
into stock. This is not doing business ona 
credit basie; but it ie the halfway post to 
it. The element of delay in «getting the 
money enters intoguch transactions, with at- 
tendant danger to the retailer. 

The man who alms to do business on a 
credit basis is oftem in am infinitely worse 
predicament. Not infequently he loses a 
great amount of time and trouble 'n making 
a sale and then loses the goods as well. Who 
pays for such losses? The honest mam.or 
woman who pays up. That is why it pays 
both the retailer and individual to do busi- 
ness on a cash basis as much as possible. 
You are not paying for the. sine of ‘ dead 
beats ’’ and chronic debtors when you trade 
with a man who does business on @ cash 
basis only.

Collect When You Sell. 

The beneficial results of doing business on 
a cash basis are far reaching. The retailer 
who abstains from giving credit and buying 
more goods than he can- pay. for quickly has 
a better reputation with wholesalers than the 
one. who alwaye has a lot of money. pao 98 
ing and who continually is buying goods for 
which he is going to.pay when he himeelf -’ 
gets his money from a hundred different 
sources, 

If thie matter were pursued ‘further it 


would be seen that the individual himeelf 


purposes paying provided) he gets some 
money. The chatn of credit hes generally 
a weak link eomewhere. 

Mr. D. A. Kimbark in a lecture before the 
University of Chicago gave the following 
lucid, example, showing how it pays to do 


business on a cash basis. Suppose that two

retailer who can pay for goods immediately ; 


undoubtedly gets the cream of the bargains 
in the wholesale world. A hundred credit

Ae @ meatier of fact, every cook book recipe 
is only one person's idea of how «@ thing 
should be cooked. The chances are it 
wouldn't suit you atall. Just make the dish 
your own way and pass up the cook books, 
Every new dish is made by experimentation— 
so if you must meses around the kitchen don’t 
try to follow some one's else rule, but put 
things together that taste good eeparately 
and the chances are that they will taste good 
in conjunction. When in doubt throw in a 
lot of cayenne pepper and call it “ Spanish 
atyle "—then no one can tell the difference. 
But the really wise husband avoids the 
stove except as a means of warming over 
things he gets in cans or at the delicatessen. 


. « 
Get the Children to Bed. 

When you come home some evening and 
find it is up to you to get the dinner, the 
proper procedure is, Orst to give the children 
a bowl of milk and crackers and get them to 
bed. Cooking is easier with them out of 
the way. Then set the table completely 
Don’t make the mistake of trying to set 
the table while the things ere cooking. Ex- 
pert female cooks can do that, but no man 
ever got away with it without burning up 
everything on the fire. 

Then start the coffee. You must know 
how to make good coffee or you will be a 
total failure as a cook. This is my recipe— 
which never wes used. by Oscar, of the St. 
Regis. 

Take a coffee pot, pour the grounde into 
the sink and wash them down into the pipe, 
where the plumber will find them a day or 
two later. Then take two big handfuls of 
ground coffee, put them into the pot, and 
pour one quart of cold water on them. 
shaking until the ground coffee is wet. Most 
cook books say “‘ two cupfuls of colé water ”’ 
regardiess of the fact that the size of a cup 
varies from a gill to a galion. Put this 
on the stove and let it boil over and put 
out the ges. ' 

Then turn off the gas, and start for the 
delicatessen. Buy cold roast beef, a quart 
of hot ‘soup, some shoestring potatoes, and 
a brick of ice cream. On the way back 
Grop in at the grocery, get a head of lettuce, 
some tomatoes, a glass of currant preserves, 
and a package of neufchetel cheese. 

If the delicateseen person doesn’t keep hot 
soup buy a@ can of soup. 

Make it a point to etop at the florists and 
get a bunch of roses—which will make the 
dinner a success in spite of everthing. 

. * 
How to Cook the Dinner. 

When you arrive at home start the oven, 
put the kettle on, push the coffee back on to 
the fire, get out the missus’ prettiest plates, 
garnish everything with the lettuce, put the 
cold roast beef into the oven to get hot [not 
on the best plate, however]. Take the cheese, 
pour a little cream over it, whip it up until 
light with a fork, and then pour a little cur- 
rant jam over the cheese. Pour scalding 
water over the tomatoes, cool them quickly 
and remove the skins, placing the whole on 
a leaf of lettuce. 

By that time the coffee will have boiled over 
and put out the gas again so you will know 
it is done. The soup you can serve hot, the 
roast is ready to be slipped on to the platter 
when wanted—and the ice is ready to be served 
in the sherbet glasses. 

Be sure to pour some of the salad dressing 
out of the bottle into the service dish so as 
to give the impression that you made a dress- 
ing especially. — 

When everything is ready, slip into the par- 
lor, bend over the missus, kiss her and say: 

“Dearest, the dinner, such as it is, ip-ready.”’ 

If, after she has eaten that dinner, she 
doesn't deciare you the best cook, as well as 
the best husband on éarth—it—well, I miss 
my guess.

Will Cost 67 Cents. 

That dinner will cost, for two, exactly 67 
cents, not counting the coffee; and there 
isn’t a chance to go wrong on it. 

Men whose idea of dinner is a slab of steak, 
which they have thrown on to a frying pan 
and scorched in spots, should switch their 
system. There are hundreds of dishes and 
scores of dinners that can be prepared that 
way—without the least trouble. Here are 
some recipes for house husbands. 

Baked beans: Go to the nearest grocery, 
buy a can of beans, warm and serve. 

Mulligatawny soup: Select the right can 
off the shelf at the grocery, pour into sauce 
pan, turn on gas, and serve. 

Spaghetti a la creole: Buy cooked spa- 
ghetti (cold) at nearest delicatessen, pour 
into pan, pour catsup over it, warm, sprinkle 
liberally with cayenne pepper, and serve. 

Chicken en casserole: Buy potted chicken, 
scrape out of can into casserole, pour catsup 
over, put In green peppers, and sprinkle with 
cayenne, add a little Worcestershire to help 
hide the taste of the chicken, and serve hot. 

Macaroni au gratin: Take 20 cents, go to 
the delicatessen, buy a quart oyster bucket 
full, warm up, and serve. 

Chicken salad: Buy double portion at 
nearest restaurant, carry home in oyster 
bucket, place on lettuce leaves, on the missus’ 
best hand painted china, and serve. 

Philadelphia scrapple: Take all the pork 
chops, veal, beef, fish, chicken, and potatoes 
left over during the last few days, chop to- 
gether, simmer down on stove, throw in some 
dead Gough when nearly done, and serve. 

Irish stew: Take the same materials and 
add large pieces of turnip and potato. 

Southern hash: Chop the same mixture a 
little finer, add chopped green peppers, and 
cayenne.

Spanish Hash Is Easy. 

Spanish hash: Chop still finer, double the 
amount of red pepper. 

German croquettes: Chop in the same 
manner ae for Spanish hash, add onions lib- 
erally, and a dash of garlic extract, make into 
patties, and fry in lard. 

There are huné@reds of such recipes which 
any intelligent man can evolve. Above all, 
don’t let the name hamper you. Call it any- 
thing—for the chances are no one will eus- 
pect from the taste that it is anything he 
ever ate before. 

During my career as a married man I have 
invented hundreds of dishes, and never had 
but one failure. All of them were edible 
and some of them nutritious. The difficulty 
of being asked, “ What is this?” can easily 
be bridged over by replying, “O, that’s a 
new dish a friend of mine who owne a res- 
taurant downtown told me about.” 

The only failure I ever had was in trying 
to serve corned beef and cabbage with maple 
sirup dressing. I blamed thet on a friend 
of mine who keeps a restaurant, and got 
away with it, although the missus still shies 
across the street from his place of business. 

With these few helpful hints for hus- 
bands, the bridegroom ought to be able to 


make a good bluff, at least.

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Tale of an Ex-Credit Man.

F the many interesting tales of expe- 
riences in business life. particularly 
those in which somebody is “ fleeced “’ 
or “bunkoed,”’ none, in my estimation, 
ean compare with the stories @ credit 

man can tell, ‘ 

The difficulty in getting these stories lies in 
the fact that they do not wish to make their 
experiences known, perhaps from the fear 
of emulation at a time when they do not 
happen to be as wie awake as usual, when 
they might get caught. At any rate, acredit 
man is supposed to be as close mouthed as 
he is close fisted in the giving of credit. 

Here is one tolé me by an ex-credit man 
which I believe is new to most people, be- 
cause those interested just pocketed their 
loss and “ forgot it.’’ 

A gentlemanly, well spoken, and, needless 
to say, well Gressed man, about 80 years 
old, came to this city having upwards of 
$600 in cash In his pocket. He had purchased 
transportation at some eastern point, with 
@ return ticket attached: This ticket was 
purchased from one of the at that time nu- 
merous ticket scalpers, and was accompa- 
nied by what was known as a rebate check, 
which, when presented with the return por- 
tion of the ticket to a certain stated corre- 
spondent, also a ticket scalper, at the point 
of destination, entitled the holder to a cer- 
tain amount of money for the unused return 
ticket.

Opens Account at Bank. 

The acalper at this end to whom the stran- 
ger presented his return ticket and rebate 
check was a good, jovial, sociable sort of 
fellow, and it wae with little @ifficulty that 
the stranger got into extended conversation 
with him.

Alternate Deposits and Withdrawals. 

The address given at the bank was a first 
class downtown hotel, and the explanation 
was offered that a business location was then 
being sought, and that this would In all prob- 
ability be arranged in the course of a few 
days. In the meantime, however, so it was 
stated by the stranger, some goods which 
had arrived in town would be sold, and small 
transactione with the bank would be had.

Now. these deposits were each duly entered 
im hie bank book, directly under his first 
deposit, and as this alternate drawing and 
depositing was kept up daily for about two 
weeks, sometimes occurring twice In one 
day, the debit side of his book, conéaining, 
ae it did, mo amount smaller than one hundred 
and some odé dollars, began to look like busi- 
ness. In fact, the first page was already 
filled, and the entire entries were well down 
the page on the second leaf. Pt waathen that 
the stranger, now no longer @ stranger at 
the bank, called there one morning and drew 
a check for his entire balance, excepting 
about $18, leaving this amount t© hie credh. 

He then went to a stationery store and pur- 
chased @ emali bottle of red ink, « few pens, 
and a penholder.

The effect of this apparently slight 
alteration was that, whereas the first line 
written in black ink would indicate to a cer- 
tainty to the observing and knowing ey® 
that a new account had been opened, the red 
ink and abbreviation is what ts generally 
used in entering the balance of an old de- 
positor at the ttme a new book is opened 
when an old one has been filled. The red ink 
also is used at all times to indicate the amount 
of the deposit at the time of balancing the 
book. The drafts against e checking account 
are entere? only at the time ae book is bal-

Old Account Is Simulated.

But while 
the large advertiser generally adopts every 
known device te make a profit certain on his 
publicity, the smai] advertiser, who can fll 
afford a loss, often takes hardly any precau- 
tions. Generally the “little fellow” puts 
all his eggs into one basket. That is his 
worst fault.

Go Slow at First. 

Lack of confidence in the power of adver- 
tising to bring results, want of experience, 
belief that business can be kept and gained 
without it, prevent many men for years from 
advertising except in ae smal! and haphezardé 
way.” Then suddenly they are converted 
to an apparently invincible faith tn publicity 
ané cannot rush into print too quickly. Per- 
haps some neighbor has made a large amount 
of money through some tucky stroke of ad- 
vertising or their reason suddenly forces 
them to Belleve in publicity. But whatever 
the cause, four times out of five the small 
advertiser cannot get into action quick 
enough. They want to do things on a bigger 
scale than wisdom dictates. They forget 
that experience and knowledge are as essen- 
tial to success In advertising as in buying 
merchandise, 

The convert to advertising often makes 
the mistake of getting so-called big bargains 
in publicity. He studies the circulation of 
certain publications and overlooks appealing 
to the right clase through the right medfum. 
If he has been without business Ifterature, 
he hastily prepares a booklet and orders from 
10,000 to: 100,000, and about two weeks after 
they have left the printers’ hands finde they 
are unsuited to his purpose. Things are 
omitted which should have been inserted, and 
things which should have been omitted have 
been inserted.

Caution Needed to MaKe Success. 

The small advertiser, the one with a few 
hundred or a few thousand dollars at most 
should try out his scheme preferably in a 
small way at first. It is safe to say that 
a@vertising which will bring no resalts at 
all when tried out In a cautious manner will 
not produce good results when tried out in a 
large way. 

Nearly all successful businesses have had 
@ modest beginning. If the advertising ve 
good and the article sold possess undoubted 
merit success is certain. Then when heavier 
advertising is mpeeded and returns warrant 
it heavier expenditures can be made. 

There is nothing surer than that every 
unfortunate experience in publicity hurts the 
advertising world. No one gains anything 
when the new disciple to advertising loses 
faith and backslides. Far better would it 
be t0© see a meritorious proposition make 
its way slowly but surely.

Try Out Your Copy First. 

Even the brightest advertising geniuses 
are hard put to It to tell which piece of copy 
will win good results and which” wil! ot. 
One of the most successful advertising writ- 
ers in Chicago, a man who has been prepar- 
ing first class advertising matter for some 
of the big mail order houses for years, made

Are Winners. 

Advertisements should be distinctive. There 
are a thousand and ore ways to get this ef- 
fect. Type, white space, illustrations, head 
lines, etc., can be used so as to present a 
unique and good effect. 

Generally it is not wise to change the 
style of an ad too often. People come ¢o 
recognize copy which is inserted day after 
day or week after week, and if tt retains 
the same appearance they will not have to 
hunt for it when they want to read what you 
have tosay. Of course it is necessary to vary 
the arguments. 

Many advertisers use publicity when busi- 
ness is good and neglect it when trade is dull 
They forget that one of the chief uses of ad- 
vertising {s to stir up things when business is 
bad. One of the most original and success- 
ful advertisers in Chicago said on this pojnt: 
“ Nearly all owners of small stores look on 
advertising as an expense. It is not. Ad- 
vertising is a splendidly paying investment. 
Further, many storekeepers say to them- 
selves: ‘When I can get together so much 
money, then I’ll advertise.’ In the meantime 
every week they lose money through not 
selling enough stock. If a storekeeper who is 
in a bad way would only put out some force- 
ful advertising it would do him an infinite 
amount of good. Advertising is @ good ally 
in bad times,” .

Publicity Helps Any Bus'ness. 

The man who is so ashamed of his business 
that he fears to advertise it should gét into 
something else. There is scarcely an honest 
business in existence which cannot be materi- 
ally aided by judicious advertising. The 
fundamental principle of all publicity is, you 
have scmething of merit which it is to the ad- 
vantage of the world to know. The more 


* people who know your proposition the greater 


will be the number of purchasers, 

Thousands of pecple give up advertising 
because results are slow at first. They for- 
get that the beginning of most things is difi- 
cult. The public are suspicious of the un- 
known, but when they become better ac- 
quainted with the advertiser he will get the 
trade he wanta . 

To be successful in advertising a man wants 
to get ground deeply into his mind the fact 
that as sure as night follcws day good adver- 
tising pays. No one doubts the value of hav- 
ing good credit ina community. A good name 
itself le a big asset. But no ome expects to 
gain a first class reputation Nght away. 
Confidence is a plant cf slow growth. And it 
is dificult to understand why péople occa- 
sionally expect so much from advertising. 
Publicity Is the finest business getter there is, 
but a little patience is needed at first. Have 
patience. And don't expect advertising to 
make you a millionaire over night. 


TeachAll Things in Chicago; 
Oddest Schools in the World. 


By John J. Weed. 


ORE unusual! arts, crafte, trades, and 
businesses are taught in Chicago 
than in any city In the world. There 
are #0 many oddinatitutionsof learn- 
ing in Chicago because of the city’s 

eentral location, which makes it possible for 
more people to reach it without traveling a 
great distance than can reach any other 
large city th the country. That is why they 
come here to attend schools and colleges 
that teach sueh erudite lines ase window 
dressing, sign painting, veterinary surgery 
and dentistry, barbering, Bair dressing, beer 
making, toe dancing, ahd half a hundred 
other accomplishments. 

That Chicago is one of the greatest educa- 
tional centers in the world is a matter of 
common knowledge. The University of Chi- 
cago, Northwestern university, the various 
medical and law schools, the art schools, and 
the muste echocls all help in making this city 
one of the most complete educational centers 
that exist. Men and women come to Chicago 
from all over the world to pursue their 
studies, and the fact that they do this and 
that in Chicago there are remarkable fa- 
cilities for their doing it are well known.

Veterinary Science. 

But in what might be called the byways 
and sidepaths of education there are many 
institutions in Chicago of Which not so much 
is known as should be. How many people, 
for instance, know that on the south side, 
within a few blocks of each other, are two 
big veterinary colleges, at each of which 
scores of men, old men, and middlé aged 
meh, and young men from all over the coun- 
try attend lectures every day and from which 
they are graduated with diplomas that 
certify that they are expert veterinary sur- 
geons or dentists or both? 

And how many pecple who are well posted 
on Chicago know that in Fifth avenue there 
is an entire floor given up to the uses of a 
coudege which teaches window dressing. The 
student in this school is taught the theory 
and the practice of dreasing a window, and 
he may if he chooses take an elective course 
in showcard writing and kindred branches. 

It is possible to learn to make beer at a big 
inatitution which has graduated many beer- 
makers, some of whom have gone back to 
Germany to make beer there in competition 
with brewers that have learned their art in 
the Fatherland. One of these beer univer- 
sities in Chicago has am annual exhibition 
that is attended by brewers from all over the 
United States. It is such a strong inatitu- 
tion that it occupies Its own building. While 
of course it is no reflection upon a schoo] to 
say that it occupies part of another's builld- 
ing, it still is worthy of comment when sev- 
eral schools that make lawyers rent their 
premises from others while the schoo! thar 
makes brewers owns its own.

Large Barber Scheols. 

There are several colleges at which the bar- 
ber trade is the main subject taught. One of 
these colleges occupies an entire building. 
All of these colleges give shaves and haircuts 
free to all who apply for them. Students 
come from every state in the union to learn to 
become barbers here. When a barber stu- 
dent is graduated he usually goes Into a bar- 
ber shop just as @ young lawyer goes into a 
law office or a young doctor into a doctor's 


 efce or & hospital, He is « cub in the shop 


till ihe gete his hand in. Often, they say at 
the schools, he owns his own shop within a 
year. 

Then there are the colleges in which dress- 
making is taught. There are many of these 
in Chicago. The results of their curricula are 
shown each year when there is held in this 
city a dresesmakers’ convention, at which the 
newest styles are displayed. There is a Na- 
tional Dressmakers’ association, and many of 
its members are men and women who have 
been graduated from Chicago dressmakers’ 
institutes. There are a few schools in which 
cutting and fitting are taught to men who In- 
tend to become tallors, but the percentage of 
these Institutions is small as compared with 
the dresemaking academies. 

« * 
Toe Dancing Taught. 

While there are dancing schools In almost 
every town in the United States, Chicago 
has about as many schools tm which epecial- 
ties in dancing are taught as has ang city 
in the world. Toe Cancers are turned out 
in Chicago by the dozen, although the expert 
toe Gancer wilh say that toe dancing is in 
reality an art that requires the employment 
of much brain matter as well as toes. 

There are schools in which men ané women 
afte taught to write stories, and other schools 
in which they are taught to play in those 
stories after they have been dramatized. 
There is no well knowm branch of human 
knowledge that is taught at all that ig not 
taught in Chicago. In the olden time the 
man that wanted to be a blacksmith began 
by apprenticing himself to a maker of horse- 
shoes, and by tending the forge he put his 
foot on the first rung of the ladder that led 
to the realization of his ambitions. In Chi- 
cago there are a couple of places in which 
ambitious youngsters with good shoulder 
muscles are taught blacksmithing for a con- 
sideration. If they want to use their muscles 
in the ring there are boxing academies for 


them to go to. 
. . 


Policemen Learn to Shoot. 

The police department itself maintains a 
school, so general is the desire for education- 
al facilities The police department's school 
is the only one In town that can have no 
rivals. It holds its sessions at Tattersalls 
where in other days prizefights used to be 
pulled off. All that is taught in the school is 
shooting, and all day long policemen bang 
away at mansized targets with big revolvers. 

The firemen have schools to which none but 
firemen are eligible. These echools, which 
are held at the various engine houses, teach 
the gentle art of jumping off the roof Into a 
net and the equally delicate science of ma- 
nipulating a chemical extinguisher in cases 
where there ts not enough fire to warrant the 
use of water. And the street car companies 
have schools in which the professors are con- 
@uctors and motormen and in which green 
men are taught how to handie ¢ireet cars. 
There is no tuition in the last mentioned 
schools, and a general survey of those schools 
in which are taught the side lines of know!l- 
edge shows that the rates of tuition in them 
are reasonable. There are schools in which 
men are taught to become crackerjack sales- 
men and first class book agente, and if there 
is any art that is untaught ft is because there 
is no demand for it, for in Chicago the supply 
of teaching seems to be unlimited

N these daye of beauty culture, when 

natural good looks are at a discount and 

nature's scorn or favor is a matter of 

utter indifference to those who think 

they are able to trick her, Chicago keeps 
many hands busy making the lotions that 
are guaranteed to transform a chimpanzee 
into a stage goddcses. In one place there are 
twenty girls employed to tie up, box, assort, 
and arrange these wonderful concocifons 
that are brewed secretly behind the scenes 
by wizard men who spend their nights and 
daye thinking out new dopes that will glorify 
women. On walls and desks and tables are 
posters and folders printed for distribution 
among the unsophisticated telling of the 
virtues and properties of each and every 
prescrip.ion and bearing the legend im every 
third line: ‘“‘ To be beautiful is Woman's 
first duty.” 

It is an interesting place with its boxes 
of powders and creams piled about, its pic- 
tures of famous beauties who ‘‘ have used 
your creamths with great success,” and its 
busy girls who work in the perfume laden 
atmosphere as rapidiy as any other factory 
girls. This firm does only an order business. 
It supplies most of the Chicago mail 
order houses and some of the State street 
stores, and the superintendent ciaims that 
every known article of toilet preparation 
is manufactured in the little factory which 
covers only one floor of a factory building. 
Some are invented and some are copied, but 
all are supposed to be “ absolutely pure and 
reHabie."’

Flow Creams Are Made. 

Bach manufacturer announces that his cold 
cream ig the only perfect and healthful one, 
but he knows that any chemist can analyze 
ft and make another like it if @e cares to, 
and fit is said that the expensive French 
creams are so closely imitated herethat 
there is no point in paying the differertice in 
price for the imported stuff. This firm spent 
$1,000 in experimenting with a cream to 
finally produce a mixture which, pleases its 
makers infinitely better than any other they 
have ever tried. The ingredients of ite com- 
position are put into a machine which looks 
like a Dutch windmill, only that it has a 
revolving wheel at the top. The material is 
ground and ground by the motion of this 
wheel until it is smooth, thick paste. Then 
it exudes through a little trough into large 
tubs which stand beneath to receive it. 
Afterward it is bottled and labeled by the 
girls. 

Another sort of cream with a most fantas- 
tic, alluring name was being created just 
beside this. An immense granite kettle. set 
on @ gas piate, was filled with a mountain 
of vaseline, around which a sea of ill and 
sweet smelling liquids was seething. After 
it should have boiled and bubbied long enough 
it was to be cast into the grinuwer to be stirred 
umtil it came out white as snow and bore 
no resemblance to its lowly petroleum an- 
cestry. Still other mysterious doses were 
bubbling away in great pots to come out with 
names that would fit a vaudeville dancer.

Girls Covered with Powder. 

A maze of little rooms and bins are stocked 
with powdersofevery description, where men 
clad in white coats and covered with powder 
from top to toe were working. Ina little room 
two young girls were filling glass botties with 
talcum. One was seen diving into a deep 
barrel, her whole upper body concealed, so 
that only a torn black skirt, dusted ,with 
powder, was visible. When her employer 
spoke to her she bobbed up and stood smiling 


like some snow princess in a fairy tale, her 
bright yellow hair powdered until it was grey 
in places and her dress like the Miller's 
Daughter's. 

This filling machine will do the work of six 
girls. If worked steadily it fille 5,000 jars a 
day, while an ordinary girl has to hustle to 
fill 800. These girls get $6 and $8 @ week. 
It would seem as though their work might be 
injurious'to throat or lungs, but they declare 
that none of them has ever noticed such a 
result. The room ts partitioned off from the 
rest of the factory and has two windows open- 
ing into it. No girl is kept in here for a great 
length of time. 

Other powders, which are put up in little 
round |pasteboard boxes, are handled by 
young giris who work at a piece rate. They 
fill and label from ten to twelve gross a day 
of face and tooth powder and earn from $1 
to $1.60 a day, according to their speed. These 
are the only piece workers. 


Earn $6 to $8 a Week. 


The girls who label, tie, and put the per- 
fume bottles on cards are week workers, 
as are those who handie the colé@ cream after 
it leaves the stoves. The kettles are brought 
in and placed on atable. When ¢he cream is 
at a certain temperature the perfume is 
added, and then all mast be done quickly, 
for if it grows too cold it cannot be poured 
and if is heated again the perfume is lost. 
A big bench is covered with little white glass 
jars. A girl fills @ funnel with the mixture 
by keeping her index finger over the hoie, 
then she allows a little to run into jar, alap- 
ping her finger beck again as soon as she 
has emptied the necessary amount. The 
jars are not filled full at first, as the cream 
wouid bubble, but the bottom of each jar on 
the bench is spread over, and by the time 
that is done the first one te cool and the per- 
formance is gone through again. These 
girls, like all of the ovhers except the fore- 
women, get $6 and §8. 

There are girls who put up sachet powders 
and some who work with the perfumes. but 
not one of them Knows anything about the 
formulas or making of the goods or ever is 
allowed to go behind the partitions where 
the cooking goes on. One woman does noth- 
ing but hand out labels all day long. This 
is a complicated business, as each house 
which trades with the factory has its own 
labels and stamps and these must not be 
confused.

Girls Live at Heme. 


Most of the girls employed here live at 
home, which is considered a blessing among 
all men and sounds well in poetry and song, 
but beyond all other things it le a blessing to 
the Chicago working girl who gets $6 or $8 
a week, or perhaps §3 or $4., One wonders 
whether these gitis have time to appreciate 
the sentimental value of their homes for 
thinking of its immense economic value to 
them, and above all to thelr employers. One 
man said that the girls working in his line 
of business were not as honest as the men 
who worked with them, and remarked that 
he had suspicions concerning their morals, 
although they always behaved wéil in the 
shop. When it was suggesed that his pay 
rojl might enlighten him as to the cause of 
these things, he said blandly: “0, well, you 
know, the girls live at home.” What a 
rousing chorus it would make if al) of the 
manufacturers in Chicago who sing this song 
would have it set to fitting music and sing it 
together on the lake front some fine night! 


ThumbP Prints NeverF Carga 
New Way toSign Your Name 


By Hollis W. Field. 


OW to detect the forger as one of the 

cleverest of operating criminals has 

been solved by the “ thumb print” 

method of identification, now spread- 

ing through the rogues’ galleries of 
the world. 

It is quite as sahenddlaials as the suggestion 
that through the same thumb print method 
in commercial and banking houses the 
forger is likely to become a creature with- 
out occupation and chirographical means of 
support. 

M. W. MecClaughry, chief of the bureau 
of identification in the. federal prison at 
Leavenworth, Kas., is one of the most expert 
in the thumb print method of identification 
in this country, having been schooled at 
Scotiand Yard in London, where the method 
first was brought to its present state of 
perfection. Mr. MeClaughry sees for the 
system not only a great aid in preventing 
the forgeries of commercial brigands but 
the easiest of all means for a person in a 
strange city to identify himself as the lawful 
possessor of check, or note, or bank draft 
which he may wish to turn into cash ata 
banker's window.

Used in Ancient Times. 

A thousand years ago the Chinese were 
using the thumb print signatures in com- 
mereial business. Its practical adapta- 
tion today is explained at a glance in 
the check reproduced here as it 
filled out by Mr. McClaughry himself. In 
this check the design is that the maker 
of the check, before leaving home for 
a distant city, shall draw the check for the 
néeded sum and, in the presence of the cash- 
ier of his bank, place one thumb print in ink 
somewhere in one spot on the check—per- 
haps over the amount of the check as writ- 
ten In figures. Thereupon the cashier of the 
‘pank will accept.the check as certified by 
his inatitution. With this paper in his pos- 
session the drawer of the check may go from 
his home in New York to San Francisco, 
stranger to every person in the city. But at 
the window of “0 bank in that city, pre- 
senting his certified check to a teller who 
has a reading glass at his hand, the stranger 
may satisfy the most careful of banks by a 
mere imprint of his thumb somewhere else. 
upon the face of the check. 

Had this simple thumb print been used in 
the Stensliand bank no handwriting expert 
would have’ been needed-to establish the 
genuineness of any note under question. 
With the ink thumb print of the cashier of 
a bank placed on a bank draft ovér his sig- 
nature and over the writtem amount of the 
draft. chemical papers and the dangers of 
“ raising’ or counterfetting the draft sould 
have no further 'considerajion. . The thumb- 
print of the secretary of the United States 
treasury, reproduced gn the face of green- 
back, silver certificate, and bank note of. any 
series, would Cciscourege sountertelting as 
nothing else ever has done,.

Most Positive Idenitification. 

But this thumb, print possibility in tom- 
mercial papers has its greatest future in the 
positive identification which either thumb 
or finger print carries with it, Criminolo- 
gists all over the world have satisfied them- 
selves of the absolute accuracy of the finger 
print identification. Photographs, Bertillon 
measurements. and even the most marked of 
physical peculiarities of the face and hands 
of a person wanted for trime may fail. It 
would be hard to figure just how many Con- 
stantines were arrested or kept under sur- 
veillance following the horrible murder in 
Chicago, the suspicions aroused by personal 
resemblances to the criminal's photograph 
and especially by the prominent gold tooth 
of the man.. But in a criminal’s finger prints 
the merest novice anywhere in the world may 
take an ink impression of the fingers of the 
suspected criminal, and if these prints should 
be In the bureau of identification at Scot- 
land Yard, with its 100,000 records of indl- 
viduals, the man would be identified positive- 
ly within half an hour—identified not only by 
the experts of the bureau but an ordinary 
citizen would be an authority in attesting the 
proof. 

This is suggestive of the absolute accuracy 
of civilian identifications’ on commercial pa- 
per. At the present time traveling salesmen 
who spend much money and who wish to 
carry as little as possible of cash with them, 
have an organized system by which their 
bankable paper may be cashed at hotels and 
business houses over the country. But with 
the thumb print in use. as it might be, such 
an organization would be unnecessary.

‘Used For Large Drafts. 

As between bank and bank this use of the 
fingerprint in bank papers of large face val- 
ue is especially applicable. A draft for $100,- 
000 or $1,600,000 may be worth more consid- 
eration of the banks concerned than the pen- 
manship of signer and countersigner of the 
paper.

may be questions of either honesty or ¢or- 

-rectness in the person sealing the package, « 
thumbprint in wax will determine absolutely 
whether the wax has been unbroken in tran- 
sit, as well as establishing the identity of the 
person putting on the first seal. As to the 
protective value of euch a thumb seal a 
case has been cited in which train robbers, 
discovering a chance seal of the kind in wax 
of such a package, left that package un- 
tou@hed when the express safe had been 
blown open; it was too quggestive of Conger. 
to be risked. 

In the ordinary usage of the thumbprint on 
bankable paper, the city bank having its 
country correspondents everywhere, often 
is called upon to cash a draft drawn by the 


country bank in favor of that bank's cus- 


tomer, who may be a stranger in the city. 
The city bank desires to accommodate the 
country correspon@ent as a. first. proposi- 
tion. The unidentified bearer of the draft 
in the city may Mave no acquaintance able | 
to identify him. If. he presents the draft at 
the windows of the big bank, hoping to sat- 
isfy the institution and is turned away, he 
feele hurt. By the thumbprint method he 
might have his money in a moment.

Identifying 

In the first place, even the signature of the 
cashier of the country bank will be enough 
to satisfy its correspondent in the city of the 
genuineness of the draft. Before the coun- 
try purchaser of the draft has left the bank 
issuing the paper he will be required to make 
the ink thumbprint in a space for thet pur- 
pose. Without this imprint the draft will 
have no value. If the system should be in 
use, the cashier signing the draft will not 
amfix his signature to the paper until this im- 
print has been made in his presence, 

Then, with his attested fingerprint on the 
face of the draft, the stranger in the city may 
go to the city bank, appearing at the window 
of the newest teller, if need be. This teller 
will have at hand his inked pad, faced witha 
sheet of smooth tin. He never may have 
seen the customer before. He never may 
see him again. But under the magnifying in- 
fluences of an ordinary reading glass he may 
know past the possibility of doubt that in 
the hands of the proper person named tn the 
draft the imprint which is made before him 
has been made by the first purchaser of the 
draft.

Signing Bonds and Stocks. 

In the more important and complicated 
transactions In bank paper one bank may 
forward from the bank itself the fingerprint 
proofs of identity. The whole Seld of such 
necessities is open te adapted uses of the 
method. Notes given by one bank to an- 
other tn high figures may be protected in 
every way by these imprints. Stock issues 
and institution bonds woulé be worthy of 
the thumbprint precautions, as would be 


every other form of paper which might tempt 


either the forger or the counterfeiter. In 
any case where the authenticity of the paper 
might be questioned the fingerprint would 
serve as absolute guarantee. In stenograph- 
{e correspondence, where there might be in- 
ducements to write unauthorised ietters on 
the part of some person with wrong intent, 
the imprint of finger or thumb would make 
the possibility of fraud too remote for fears. 
For, in addition to the security of signa- 
tures in real documents, the danger in at- 
tempting frauds of this kind jis increased. 

As to the physical necessaries in registering 
fingerprints, they are simple and inexpensive. 
A block of wood faced with smooth tin or 
zinc the size of an octavo volume, a small ink 
roller, and a tube of black ink are a]l that is 
required. For removing the ink on thumb or 
finger a towel and alcohol cleanser are suffi- 
cient. A tip impression of a “ rolled’ finger 
signature may be used. Only a few seconds 
are'required for the operation.

Applied to Immigrants. 


Maj. R. W. McClaughry, warden of the 
federal prison at Leavenworth, sees in the 
finger print system a possibility which might 
be taken cognizance of by the government at 
Ellis island. With the millions of immi- 
grants who havé come and who still are to 
come to these shores the fingerprint re- 
quirement would simplify many of the tan- 
gies of many kinds which result from this 
rush of foreign ‘population. 

Aside from the fact that many of this coun- 
try’s criminals are foreign born, it remains 
that civil identifications of such people are 
matters of great moment. Titles and estatés 


have hung in the balanceof incomplete iden- | 


tifications of persons who are cialmants in 
the United States. Fifty years after a tinger 
. print is registered that same finger, or group 
of fingers, will prove the personality of the 
one registering. In case of accidents of many 
kinds one hand or the other is most likely 
to escape mutilation and @ post-mortem 
imprint of the fingers still is proof of iden- 
tity. 


Is Phone a Convenience?

Besides providing their employés with the 
opportunity of securing these books the com- 
pany itself subscribes to over fifty magazines 
for the benefit of the workers. These mag- 
azines circulate as do the books, but may be 
kept by one person no longer than three days 
atatime. The magazines especially are pop- 
ular with the messenger boys of the service. 
Some of the boys go through from five to six 
a day. There is a heavy demand among the 
older men for the scientific magazines, and 
anything concerning politics is read eagerly 
and carefully studied.

& chandelier, or a chair, or a waste basket 
do not waste a lot of useless time In trying 
to gave too much on one article, 

Some men go to New York and stay at a 
second class hotel for two or three days when 
with a little greater expenditure they could 
stay at a good hotel. 

It is false economy to spend $5 worth of 
time to save 50 cents, but when you are buy- 
ing raw material or when you are hiring em- 
ployés or leasing a building then the slightest 
saving om the unit or on the month will 
amount to big proportions in a year. 

Some men will deny themselves a respecta- 
ble desk because they can buy a cheaper esk 
for $10 less, and this same person will lose 
$1,000 through laxity in the matter of buying 
things which come under the head of “‘ fixed 
charges."’ 

If you buy one lead pencil for yourself never 
mind whether the price is 5 or 10 cehts, but 
if you are buying great gross lots every few 
weeks then you can afford to be cireumepect 
and painstaking in the matter of price. 

If you are buying a shirt for yourself 50 
cents one way or the other doesn’t make much 
difference, but if you are in the furnishing 
goods business and are selling thousands of 
shirta 25 cents a dozen means a whole lot in 
the course of a year.

Fancy Stationery Is Foolish. 

The matter of stationery and printed mat- 
ter comes under the head of “ Fixed 
Charges.” If you are buying stationery for 
your own personal use and you require 300 
or 400 sheets in the course of.a year, don't 
bother much about the price per quire, but 
the stationery you use in your business should 
be carefully looked into. 

Plain, respectable, good quality letter paper 
is the kind used by successful concerns. The 
fancy colored freakish paper near always is 
uged by the four flusher In business, who is 
trying to put on a good front, He uses hand 
made paper and hand made envelopes. 

The successful house uses a good quality 
of linen or bond paper and a medium grade, 
regular stock size envelope. He knows 
the envelopes are thrown away by the’ re- 
cipients amd only the letter is saved. The 
envelope is not the thing, anyway. It’s the 
letter and what you put on the letter that 
cuts the ice. 

Devote your energies to saving money on 
the “ fixed charges’ and not on the one-time 
purchase of small items.

HE popularity of the marcel wave has 

made the man hair dresger almost a 

necessity to the woman with undu- 

lated locks. At the commencement of 

the social season in New York City 
twenty men hair dressers were brought over 
from Paris fer New York City’s fashionable 
hair dressing establishments, 

A number of American men also have 
taken up the work within the last few 
months, as the wages given for this line of 
work are unusually remunerative. 

It is claimed by the women who have their 
hair marceled regularly that while the men 
are rougher in handling their hair than are 
women hair @ressers, they give a more sat- 
isfactory wave. 

“Undulatimg Asn’'t women’s work. It's 
men’s work,” said a proprietor of one of the 
large beauty establishments. “ No woman 
living is capable of giving a good undula- 
tion. They are as unfitted for that work 
as they are for blacksmithing. 

“To begin with, marceling requires ab- 
normally developed muscles of the wrist to 
send the hot itron—clip, clip—fast and hard 
enough through the hair to impart a well 
marked wave that. will stay in for three or 


four days. 
“Tt takes an immense amount of strength 


to meke a proper wave.’ 

Proprietors of hairdressing establishments 
throughout the United States have brought 
scores of Frenchmen into the country as 
marcel experts. The salaries paid these men 
hair Greasere range from $40 to $@0 & week.

In the bad orig- 
inal there is the sign and. symptom of in- 
dividuaMty. The imitation is colorless. 
One trouble with this business of trying 

to make good by imitating the boss is that 
in this uncertain life there ie never any surety 
that the boss of today ig to be the boss of 
tomorrow or even of this\afternoon. The 
worker who thinks to win by the imitation 
system may get along all right with the boss 
upon whom he has modeled himself, although 
bosses with any gumption worth speaking 
of prefer to have men around them with wills 
of their own. But supposing this particular 
boss is flattered by the imitation of the em- 
ployé. This helps the employé only so long 
ae this particular boss ig on the job. Bosses 
come and bosses go; but the job does no 
going. 


* 
New Boss Will Cause Trouble. 


The next man to get It may be dlametrical- 
ly opposed to the old boss. Then the ques- 
tion arises how about the imitation? The 
imitator has either to shift his imitation eud- 
denly and completely or he hae to try to 
make good with the new boss with the imita- 
tion of the old. Seldom its either course en- 
tirely successful. 

Assistant bosses are prone to imitating 
the big boss. If the big boss shouts his 
orders they shout theirs. If he whispere they 
whisper. The idea is to effect as complete 
a Mkeness as possible Now, although thie 
sometimes pleases the big boes (for more 
people than one would like to be copied) 
sometimes it effects an entirely different re- 
sult. When a man’s imitator gets the imita- 
tion down pretty fine the man that employe 
them both may come along and decide that 
he is wasting money to pay a big salary to 
the big boss when he can get the imitation 
for less.

Sometimes he has nothing in his equipment 
that those qualities will fit, and if soitiie then 
that he has to do some acting.

One thing that militates against the success 
of the man who imitates his boss is the boss 
himself. This is especially true if the boss 


for whom the. imitator is working is really ~ 


worth imitating. If he is, it ie a pretty good 
bet that he does not want to be imitated. It 
is not difficult for any worker of experience 
to think of cases in which some man has tried 
to curry favor with the bose by affecting te 
have his likes and dislikes, by working in 
his method, and by being as much like him as 
possible,. only to find that the boss has so 
much manliness in him that he despises both 
the imitation and the imitator. Of course, 

the possession of this manliness cannot be 
imitated, and it is the one thing that stands 
between the imitator and the success of his 
project. Often it has landed him out of a 
job or in a position where it doesn’t matter 
whether he imitate® the boes or the window 
washer.

Working for $18 a week in a downtown tailoring 
house, taking an hour and’ a half to get home every 
night in a car that at its best is crowded and cold, 
taking care, with the telp of her sister, of a good 
mother and an old father who is paralyzed, Miss 
Stoetzel’s strongest claim to. being Queen would seem 
to be at first in the motto, “I serve.” 
“ * * 
Queen of Beauty as Well. 

Yet there could be no pretty dancer whose hair 
would have a more perfect “burnish” than this 
Queen’s prettily waved brown coiffure. There could 
be no more tasteful gown than the softly hanging 
white crépe de chine set off by red roses with stems 
long enough to gratify the heart of the richest beauty. 
And perhaps there would not be any better “line” 
made by combined nature and art than those of the 
Queen’s good height and figure. 

In spite of work and tong hours, Miss Stoetzel, as 
other queens do, knows the importance of beauty 
doctoring. 

“Have you seen these?” she said, as in response 
to a compliment as to the pretty waves of her hair, 
she produced a particular kind of “waver” new to 
most of femininity. “Between whiles of working from 
8 until 7 most days, Miss Stoetzel had found time to 
get the curler which conies nearest to doing the 
Marcel wave “artificially.” The “shine,” too, she at- 
tributed to vigorous brishing, “nearly every night, at 
least every night when I am not too tired "——@igo the 
use of a near at hand set of manicure implements. 
A well selected skin food cream, together with perfect 
health, she puts against the fact of hard work for the 
ten years since she was 16, in explaining her .smooth- 
ness and freshness. 

“It's hard work sewing all day, you know—did 
you ever try it enough so that you know what it is? 


I am pretty good to myself now, though,” continued 
Miss Stoetgel. “I begin as late as 8:30, sometimes 
even as late as 9. I take fhree-quarters of an hour 
off for lunch, and at times I stop as early as 5:30.” 

“Stopping at 5:30” does not get one home much 
before 7 when she takes the crowded car that goes 
near enough to Miss Stoetzel’s door to make her safe 
from highwaymen. Also piece work such as Miss 
Stoetzel does, measured by $18 and - sometimes $20 a 
week, made in such hours as these, as explained by one 
employer, means that it is only the most rapid and 
skilled labor coming from a quick eye, long pfdactic:, 
and mind capable of the best application. 

“It is only a small number who are capable of 
doing so much, and when they are, they can always 
get work from the shops that handle the work .for 
custom made tailors,” said this man, whose complaint 
was that the most of the people he could get could not 
go ahead and take the responsibility of making the 
work up without directions as could Miss Stoetzel. 

Over in the little Stoetgzel flat. asked if he was. not 
proud of his daughter, an old man partly getting up 
from his third stroke tapped one side of his head 
“It's what she’s got here that makes her get along,” 
was the answer. 

How she does fill even the few hours that there 
are after the day’s work and the long struggie to 
get home are shown in the sewing machine which has 
the unmistakable air of being “in use*’ and in:a con- 
fidential little talk which was~entered into. about 
clothes, 

“1 do all of my own,” said Miss Gertrude, “except 
a good suit which I get now and then which I fit over 
and do all the alterations on myself. All the rest of 
the sewing, however, and everything we any of us 
have, even to an apron, or a neglige, or a petticoat, 
my sister and I make. fhe outside things, like coats 
and suits and an occasional waist which one can do 
better by buying, we wait and get after Christmas, 
when things are reduced.” 

The quality of this wardrobe. “ bought after Christ- 
mas when things are cheap,” has a good example in 
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a long, smooth fitting coat suft of dark amethyst 
cloth with velvet collar, cut. on the good lMnes war- 
ranted by its first marked price of $50, and a little gray 
winter’ blouse suit with half length skirts in pepper 
and salt mixture, both tailored fastenings, cut and 
cloth, that a regular patron of the highest priced 
tallordom might envy. 

“Well, you know, even though it may have been 
marked $50, probably only $30 was paid for it,” ex- 
plained Miss Stoetzel, “and even then in our case they 
would not look what they do. if it was not that we 
knew how to choose them and ‘to alter them much 
more skilifully than the usual shop fitter. .It is not 
only that we like to have those things attractive and 
according..to good standards but it is economy that 
they should be so. 


* * 
Girl Cannot Live on Less Than $15 a Week. 


“For instance, a corset for which you pay $6 keeps 
its shape and pays even the working girl better than 
the one which costs $2. Her hats she must make also 
and——" and then Miss Stoetzel made a statement 
which sets her in opposition to sister queens-who lay 
down the law for the worker and which ranged her 
kingdom over against many others, social and in- 
dustrial. 

“ And, in spite of the most she can do for herself,” 
she continued, “and in spite of the least of food 
and clothes that she can do with, it is a crime for 
any working girl to have to live on less than $15 
a. week.” 

Explaining and qualifying this statement only 
slightly, Miss Stoetzel said, “unless she can. live at 
home, if she is lucky enftough to fave a tome 
where it is fit and comfortable to live—she cannot 
possibly do decently on less. For see, she must pay 
$6, or at least $5, for her board, and she must pay 
for her laundry, she has her carfare, and her church, 
and she must or she should have some pleasure, and 
when she is. through, if she has not at least this 
much, if she is. honest. why, what do you see? You 
see her creeping home in shabby, ill fitting clothes 
that are not worth even the few dollars she put into 
them. That is what it means, or that it must be cut 


off in her board or other things if she has not a home 


and if she has to live on less than $15.” 

Miss Stoetzel finds her own pleasufe in the outside 
work she does for her “local,” the numerous organiza- 
tions she belongs to, and in the many services ehe finds 
time some way to give to the cause of union labor. 
The prominence of her work in the last few years has 
brought her many letters proposing marriage, most of 
them from strangers. : 

“I never will marry any one who is not willing to 
make a home for my father and mother, and then again 
I would want to be careful that it was some one who 
could reasonably be sure of taking care of me always— 
for, you see, my trade is a hard one and I wouldn't 
want to go back to’it.”

I learned by conversation with the inmates that this 
better class of lodging house is patronized by steady 
workers—fakers, porters, and men out of work who 
have not yet been reduced sufficiently to drive them to 
the cheaper bed houses. 

The third night I was standing on the corner of 
Harrison and Clark streets, when I met “Fred Will- 
iams.” He asked me to stake him to a meal and bed. 
I gave him 10 cents, and he went into a “feed joint” 
a few doors south of the place I had slept my first 
night. He came out din fifteén minutes, smiling and 
happy. I asked him where he wanted to sleep, and 
he replied, “ Anywhere.” We walked across the street 
directly opposite the restaurant, and entered a “hotel” 
through a long hall, which opened into a lange room on 
the first floor. There were about 100 chairs in this 
room. On one side was the office. We went to the 
other side and sat down. Williams told me his story. 

“My home is in Providence, R. I. My father owns 
a trotting track there. It’s on the national circuit. I 
am trainer for his big string of horses. I have six 
brothers, all older than myself, but I was the favorite 
with dad. He thought the world of me. 

* * 


Left Home on Account of Father. 

“ About three months.ago dad commenced to drink, 

and would come home drunk nightly. It worried 
mother so that she became sick, and the doctors 
thought she would die. I told dad if he wouldn't cut 
out the booze I would leave home. He promised me 
he would. He did for about two weeks, and then it 
was the same old jag. I packed my duds and went to 
New York. Then I went to Philadelphia, then to Pitts- 
burg. I got as far as Elkhart, Ind., where I went 
broke. 
“JT got in an empty and came to Chicago. I got 
in at 3 this morning, and here I am. But I have heard 
that dad has quit drinking and that mother is well 
again. Now, just as soon as I get enough ‘junk,’ it 
will be me for home on the eighteen hour limited.” 

I gave him 15 cents, and we went to the office. 
I asked for a 15 cent room, and the clerk handed me a 
bar of iron about a foot long, an inch wide, and a 
quarter of an inch thick, with a key attached at one 
end. It weighed several pounds. My-.room was 260, 
on the third floor. The room. was about 4x6, with noth- 
ing in it but a bed. The bed clothes looked dirty, but 
I saw no signs of vermin, so I decided to stay, which I 
did. In detail it did not differ from the place in which 
I had spent the previous night. It was smaller, and 
not so well equipped, and was patronized by a cheaper 
class of trade. 

x 


Moving Over to the West Side. 

By this time I had seen all the representative types 
of downtown lodging house, and the following evening I 
moved to the west side. It is here that the bigger part 
of the Chicago “bo” population makes its headquarters. 
In one block betweén Canal and Jefferson streets on 
Madison live more bums than in the entire downtown 
district. Here the lodging house drops to a lower level 
both in equipment and patronage, and becomes even 
more interesting to the student of social science, There 
are to be found a few of the better places, but there 
are ~any More of the 10 cent class, and here only 4 
sleep may be had for a nickel. Of my two weeks eleven 
nights were spent in west side territory. 

The fourth night found me walking south on Des- 
plaiu.es street from Madison. I noticed a well lighted 
place on the ground. floor of a building opposite, and 
walked over. It was a free reading room, the only 


one I found while bumming. The room contained eight 


large tables and a nhumber of chairs. The floor was 
spotiess. I found all the morning and evening papers 
on file, with a number of religious magazines. The 
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reading room proved to be run in connection with a 
“bed joint” upstairs. 

I paid 15 cents for a bed and went to the second 
floor. The room was about the same as the place on 
Clark street where I had stopped with “Red” and 
“ Buck” on my first night of exploration, and the beds 
were arranged in the same Manner—a chair between 
each. The bed had no mattress. A folded blanket was 
spread over the springs. There were sheets, a cover- 
ing blanket, and a spread. The pillow was small and 
hard, stuffed with sawdust. 

My fifth night was spent in a Madison street house. 
It looked dirty from the outside, and proved to be 
worse inside. I walked up worn, rickety steps to the 
office on the second floor. A single kerosene lamp was 
the only light in the room. The clerk was asleep. The 
air was stifling. A large stove was in the center of the 
room, and around it were “bums” attempting to read 
by its dim light. It was gtrange to observe the manner 
in which these men read. 

The “bo” starts at the top of the first column of 
the first page of his “ cadged” paper and systematically 
proceeds to the final column of the back page. He 
reads the paper as he would a book, taking reading 
matter and advertisements in the sequence in which 
they present themselves. News, advertisements, offi- 
cial statistic reports, market news, and marriage no- 
tices—all seem equally interesting to him. 

Some of these men are surprisingly well read, 
but I learned thit the majority use the paper merely as 
a means of keeping their minds off the insects that 
wait for them in the beds upstairs. 


* * 
Fire Trap Was Foul Beyond Telling. 


I went to the office cage, which stood in the eastern 
corner of the lobby, and woke the clerk. He Was an 
old man -ith gray hair. 

I asked him for a 10 cent room, and was given the 
key for 412, on the fourth floor. I climbed up the 
narrow stairway until I came to the top floor. There 
was only one light on this floor, and that was at the 
head of the statrs. I wondered what would happen 
in case of fire. I could see no compliance with the law 
requiring red Nights to show where fire escapes were 
located. In such a contingency the sleepers would be 
caught like rats in a trap. The wooden stairways were 
too old and narrow to stand any strain. 

I lit a match and groped around until I found my 
room, in the southwest part of the floor. The room 
looked as though it had not been scrubbed since the 
erection of the building. A small iron cot, with dirty, 
foul smelling bedding, nearly filled the room. Vermin 
were crawling on the wall near the foot of the bed. 
I decided that I would not stay there any longer. I 
took the key down to, the office and told the clerk I 
was going out for a drink. 

My next three nights of investigation brought little 
to light that was new to me. I slept in three places 
on Madison street, all of which belonged to that type 
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wherein the price of a room is 15 cents and disturbed 
sleep. In none of these three was there anything dis- 
tinctive. In each case it was the same general style of 


, arrangement. The same patronage and the same in- 


sanitary conditions were in evidence. 

But my ninth day in the study of lodging house con- 
difions brought me to a sleeping place the like of 
which I never had encountered or heard of before. 


, Over in this west side lodging district is a house which 


is constituted of two rooms on the same floor. “ One 
of these is small, about ten feet square, and into -it 
opens the door from outside. The other room is the 
sleeping room. It is fong, about 100 feet, and is 
twenty feet in width. There are no windows and no 
lights. The beds are eighteen inch boards, thought- 
fully planed on the wpper side and placed a foot apart, 
down the length of the room, the head of which differs 
in nowise from the foot, toward the wall Another 
double line of “ beds” runs lengthwise down the center. 
This gives accommodation for 112 in all. 

Into this great dark vault one is turned when the 
nickel has been proffered. Among this network of 
sleeping boards one is supposed to stumble until he 
has found the unoccupied bed farthest back. The 
boards in front must not be taken until all behind 
-them have been filled. Little hope is there of whole 
shins after groping around in this place, where there 
is no light and only such ventilation as the keyhole 
permits. Its saving grace is that walls and ceiling are 
not utilized for sleeping space. 

* 


Beds Were Not Made Up. 


The tenth night found me at a place in Madison 

street that was unlike any other I had been in. It was 
a two story frame building, on the first floor being a 
saloon. A smal) sign painted on the transom over the 
entrance read: “Clean beds, 10 and 15 cents.” The 
office is in the front room. The ceiling is low and 
covered with cobwebs. I asked for a 10 cent bed, and 
was told to go to the last room on the left of a long 
narrow hallway.. I passed five rooms that had four 
beds in each. A! small kerosene lamp hung in each 
room. 
The room I was assigned to was about fifteen feet 
square and contained four beds and four chairs. Three 
of the beds were occupied by dirty looking “bums.” 
One was asleep in bed with all his clothes on, includ- 
ing a dirty pair of shoes. Another was snoring loudly. 
The empty bed was in one corner of the room, and 
looked as if it had been occupied a short time before. 
The bedclothing was mussed and dirty. 

I went out to the office and complained about the bed 
not being made up, and the clerk told me that “Mick,” 
who had been sleeping in it all day, had gotten up late, 
and that he hadn’t time to fix it up. I asked him if all 
the beds wére occupied during the day. 

He answered “Not always, but just now there is a 
gang stopping here that works nights and uses the 
beds during the day time,” 

While we were talking a drunken bum came up with 
a bartender from the saloon below. “It's all right; 
the boss says to let him. stay here tonight. He’s a good 
customer, but he’s broke.” The bum was given the 


bed that I had refused. 
I do not believe the beds in this house ever are 


made. . 
Sleeping All Night on a Chair. 


There is a place in this west side district where 
you are sold a chair for the night at & cents. This place 
Il stumbled on on my eleventh night in the lodging 
levee. There is Httle else of interest about it save the 
fact of its existence, and I truthfully may say that I 
should prefer passing my nights in this place to many 
of! the places where beds are offered to sleepers. The 
chairs are all in one big room, placed along the walls, 
and tables are down the center. The “bo” pays his 
nickel and is allowed to take any vacant chair. The 
tables are taken first, and usually are well filled early 
in the evening. The only ventilation is from the occa- 
sional breath that comes in when the door is opened. 
The windows never are opened, and even light is barred, 
for the windows are so black that they cannot be seen 
through. It is a place without virtue save in the 
fact that the chairs are not called beds. 

The twelfth night I went back to Desplaines street. 
I saw 4 dingy brick building that looked as if # never 
had seen a coat of paint. A. sign over the door read: 
“Detablshed 1879.” I entered the office, a large store 
on the street level, and walked back to the cage. The 
clerk was an old man. He wore a shirt that was white 


at one-time, many months ago, but now the bosom was 
covered with tobacco juice that had dribbled from the 
short whiskers on his chin. I asked him for a nickel 
bed, and was told that the only thing I could get was 
a private room for 10 cents. I paid the dime and was 
given 108, on the second floor. 


* * 
Geologic Strata of Dirt on the Floor. 

I went upstairs, and nearly was overcome by the 
stench. The kerosene lamp at the stairway was the 
only light on the floor. There were about fifty com- 
partments on this- floor. I managed to locate 108 after 
groping about for five minutes. I opened the door and 
lit a match. The room was about four feet wide, six 
feet long, and about six feet high, without the network 
cefling I had found in most places. The bed low 
and narrow, covered with a dark spread. One corner 
of the wall seemed to have been set aside as a target 
fcr expectorations of tobacco. 

The floor was covered with dirt. I took a knife and 
dug into dirt an inch deep. I pulled back the cover- 
ing on the bed and found in the center a whirlpool 
of vermin, that scattered in every direction on being 
disturbed. I got out in a hurry. Everything about this 
place looked as though it had not seen soap or water 
since it was established—in 1679. 

During my. investigation of Chicago lodging houses 
I covered also the municipal lodging house. Here there 
is no charge made for beds or meals, it being necessary 

erely to answer satisfactorily questions put to the 

icant by the superintendent. All who are deserving 

are cared for. The municipal lodging house, being un- 

der city supervision and management, is run on’ sani- 

tary principles. The clothing of each lodger is fumi- 

gated. Medical attention is given free to those who 
are in need of it.

Professionals Dislike Municipal Lodging. ’ 

The professional “bum,” however, steers his course 
wide from the municipal lodging house, thus rendering 
it comparatively valueless in my study of the sleeping 
places and the men who support them. The chronic 
“bo” does not like questions, and lives in fear of 
the rigorous regulations of the municipal. He prefers 
to be independent, even in his loafing. This place is to 
him only a last resort from the cold, and oné to be 
avoided as long as possible. If he husbands carefully 
the money made on his month’s working trip he has 
little need of it. 

My last night among Chicago’s lodging population 
was spent in what I believe to be the worst sleeping 
place in the oity. Even worse than the Desplaines 
street vault do I consider the lodging house I found 
in Meridian street, and to cap the climax it is known 
among my hobo companions as the “humane” mission. 

It is a four story brick building, flanked by vacant 
lots. There are about sixty small windows in each side 
wall. Some of these are nailed up with boards; the rest 
are stuffed with newspapers or rags. There is not a 
light in the block. The window in the front of the 
“hotel” is painted high with green paint, robbing the 
street of even such light as it might otherwise shed. 
It was a wet, snowy night, which made the outlook 
even more dismal, and, hardened as I was by my ex- 
periences, I felt a sensation of timidity as I walked 
up the long, dark passageway which led to the entrance, 
a full hundred feet from the street. This passageway 
was two feet wide. The door entered into the main 
room. 


a aa 
One of the Worst of Bad Places. 


Chairs lined the walls of the big room and were 
filled with the scum of the creatures of the lodging 
house underworld lutely the worst specimens of 
humanity I ever have seen. All had newspapers. With- 
out his newspaper the most hardened “bum” is lost. 
The use of these papers as mattresses is their only 
sanitary precaution. 

The air in this room was as much below the stand- 
ard of the foulest I had been in as the patrons were 
below the standard of the 15 cent house. In the center 
of the room was a big stove, red hot, and before it 
were filthy coats drying from the wet of the weather 
outside. The stench from these garments mihgled with 
the already foul air and made an atmosphere un- 
bearable. 

At the rear of the room stood a large “ bruiser” be- 
fore the door that led upstairs. I handed him a nickel 
and he unlocked fhe door, allowing me to climb to the 
second foor. The bunks were arranged in three rows 
of wooden shelf tiers down the middle of the room, 
with cross aisles every second section, much after the 
style of shelf arrangement used in libraries. The bot- 
tom bunk was the floor, and into its surface was worn 
the shape of the sleepers that had occupied it. 


& 
Bed Shelves Are Worn from Usage. 


The top bunk is eight feet from the ground, but 
rarely is used, because it is‘said that a drunk fell from 
one of these some time ago and was injured. The lower 
bunks are considered safer, having moldings along the 
outside three-fourths of an inch high to keep the sleep- 
ers from rolling off. All of the shelves are worn deep 
and shiny by the men that have slept in them during 
many years. They thus have been kept free from the 
deposits of filth which cover the floor. 

A single oi] lamp attempts to light the entire floor. 
This place is well patronized because of its cheapness. 
All of the shelves on my floor were filled, and there 
were accommodations for nearly 300 sleepers, each of 
whom had his newspaper under him, and used shoes 
wrapped in a coat for a pillow. 

I inspected the upper floors, which were identical in 
their arrangement. On none were there places to wash, 
The stench was awful. 

I had had enough. I went down the rickety stairs, 
to find the door at the bottom locked on the outside. 
Knocks brought no response. Finally I slipped out 
when a late comer opened the door to come in. The 
bruiser asked me where I was going. I told him I 
could not sleep up there. “You'll get used to it,” was 
his answer. / 

Such are the lodging houses of Chicago, and the 
proprietor of this hole last described lives in a west 


side mansion.

Murder and manslaughter in the German empire 
for 1908 with sitty Million population, totaled 821 and 
in the Uhited States, With eighty million, totaled 8,976. 
Percentaze of trials in Which eorvictions wefe had, 
$5.15 per cent for Gerniany. The percentage of hoil- 
cides in the United Btates in which convictions Were 
had was 1.8 per cetit, That is, ohe person in every 
deventy-two charged with hdmiicide in the United States 
is exetited. Of the persons charged with homicide in 
thé yeat 1903 there wefe only 124 of the 8.976 exeeuted. 
In 1964 there were 8,482 homicides and 116 executions, 
ef one eéxectition to every seventy-three hofiiicides, 

It readily will be seen that the United States suffers 
By the above comparison. We neither catch nor convict 
our criminals; The modern, reasonably cautious, twen- 
tieth century murderer of fobber is practically im- 
muné from punishment iti the United States. —

Street Disorders Rare in Germany. 


t was tifofmMéa by our United States consul general, 
Mr. A. M. Thadtkdta, at Beflin that our beloved country- 
fiefi Sometimés come te him with tales of annoyance 
at havifig @hibdrrassifig@ questions asked of them by the 
police department in thé regular discharge of their 
duty. He said his advice usually is that there are just 
tW6 courses for a foreigner in Berlin—obey the laws 
or gét otit. If an iné@ividtial’s character and intentions 
are all right Hé will not object to answering the neces- 
SHry questions afid obeying the laws. If they dre not 
thé Police sdmetimes hand hit a passport and notify 
him Whén thé nékt train lédves for the frontier of his 
choite and sdémétimes éver do him the compliment of 
fiitfiishing trafisportation, and always extend the cour- 
tes¥ of béing present to Sée Rim off. The worderfu) 
efficiency of the policé is due, no doubt; largely to the 
fact that they dfe all ex-soléiers who have seen mili- 
tary service, 4n@ many of the police officials were offi- 
cérs tf the Pfussian afimny. 

There may bé a gathering of a hundred thousand 
people or more in_the stréets of Berlin on 4 holitay of 
a féstal ofeasidn; but there ts no miob, nv ride pushing 
Or crowding. The great majority of the malé popula- 
tioi have S@én fhilitary Service and the ordinary stree 
pedestrians modvé almost with military precisior:.

Féréign Police Systems Efficient. 

The policeman lifts his finger and is Gbheyéd at the 
crossings. One continually i8 impresséd With thé idea 
that every German is doing his best not only t6 ober 
the laws of his city and counttfy but is also endéeavor- 
ing to assist those in authority fo see that the laws 
are obeyed. As Jerome K. JerOme well says, “If yoti 
wish to keép dogs off your grass plat ih England fori 
erect a six foot stone wall with spikes on top, bit fi 
Germany you simply put up a little sign which sa7s 
‘hunde verboten.’ In Gérmatiy no self-réspetting dog 
would so far forget himself ds to vidlaté an official 
notice of this character.” 

Most of the nations of Europe are well governed and 
free from crime, while crimé ts rafipafit in A'mertéa. 
because Europe, with the connivance of oar great 
Stéamiship companies; Has acteptéed sur invitation to 
Ship hither hér undesirable millions. European writérs 
on crime refer to “unrestricted emigration as a safety 
valve that carries off miany eéasily driven to #érinie.”’ 
Here is food for thotgtit. In 1880 it was estimated 
that there were sixty-five cities in the United States 
averaging 65 per cent aliens by birth of parentage.

Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe will offer as 
complete novelties here Sudermann’s * John 
the Baptist” and Mackaye's “Je e 
d’Arc."" Hauptmann’s “The Sunken Ba 
which also is to be done, was used by Mr. 
Sothern during one of the seasons when he 
and Miss Harned were touring together, but 
its presentation now, with Miss Mariowe as 
Rautendelein, lends it increased interest, and 
its having been left unperformed, save by the 
German companies, for six or seven seasons 
makes it to all intents and purposes a novelty.

Chief interest centers, however, in “ John 
the Baptist” and in “ Jeanne d'Arc.” The 
Sudermann play will have Its initia) presenta- 
tion here tomorrow evening. It has been re- 
ceived with marked favor wherever given in 
the east, and is said to be a performance of 
strength and a production of exceptional 
beauty. Mr. Sothern will be seen in the title 
réle and Miss Marlowe as Salome—e char- 
acter totally different in manner and morals 
from any she heretofore has assumed. 

When Sudermann wrote his “ Johannes,” 
the German censor denied it performance on 
the stage because of its bitilical] character and 
what he regarded es Hs sacrilegious treat- 
ment of the sacred matérial. Emperor Will- 
lam, however, ordered the manuscript sent 
to him, and after reading it, ordered the 
public presentation of the play. The result 
was the best possible advertising for both 
the drama and its author, and the other Ger- 
man stages immediately produced “ Johan- 
nes."’. It found success evetywhere that it 
was given, and still has a place in the reper- 
tory of some of the royal theaters there. It 
deals with the last days of John the Baptist— 
his appearance in Jerusalem as the prophet 
accepted by many of the people, of his meet- 
ing with Herod, his imprisonment, and his 
death. 

> 

The prelude shows John among the people, 
who beg him to perform the miracles which it 
was not given him to perform, but which haa 
to wait for the coming of the Greater One. 
whom he came to annourice. Word Is brought 
that Herod has wedded with his brother 
Phillip’s wife, Herodias, and that she is to 
enter with Herod into the temple on the mor- 
row, and has demanded that the priests shall 
receive and welcome her. The people are out- 
raged and John is expected to prevent this 
sacrilege. He himself is ready, save for the 
doubt that he at times feels as to the exact 
teachings of that Coming One, whom he feels 
is near amd whom he has seen when he bap- 
tized him, but of whose beliefs and plans he is 
still uncertain. 

o 

The first act plays in front of Herod's 
palace. The people are assembled waiting 
for the entrance into the city of Herod, 
Herodias, and their court, John comes 
and when questioned by one of the Pharisees 
is placed in doubt as to the course and teach- 
ings of the coming Messiah. And his doubt 
is further increased by hearing one Simon of 
Gallilee, who chances to pass, tell that Jesus 
had said ‘“‘ Higher than the law and the sac- 
rifice is love.’” Herod and the court enter, 
but pass unmolested into the palace, and 
John stands thoughtful over this new mes- 
sage concerning this “‘ love ’’ of which Simon 
had spoken. 

~~ 

The second act is in the palace and has to 
do with the meeting of John with the fair 
young Salome, and her attempt to win him 
by her charms. He repulses her, and when 
Herodias come to him he hurls his curse upon 
the dissolute queen, and so rouses her fury 
that she calls the guard,but at the last mo- 
ment, afraid of him and his possible power 
as prophet, orders him set into the streets. 
Salome’s admiration for his daring, how- 
ever, is only increased by this show of 
righteous indignation where her mother is 
concerned. 

. 

The third act is in two scenes. The first 
shows John in the home of one of his fol- 
lowers, but still more deeply sunk in doubt 
as to the purpose of his mission and the cor- 
rectness of his preachments to the people. 
He has sent for Simon the Galilean in order 
to question him further, but has been unable 
to find him. Word is brought that Herod 
and Herodias are to enter the templeat early 
morn, so as to avoid conflict with the people, 
and John and his disciples depart to meet 
them. The second scene is in front of the 
temple and John here finds two Galilean 
fishermen, who tell him of Jesus and that his 
teachings were that ‘‘we should love our 
enemies.”” Herod and Herodias enter with 
their court, and John and the people seize 
stones wherewith to stone them. Butas John 
stands on the steps of the temple and raises 
the stone to hurl it at them his hand seems to 
grow weak, and, letting the stone fall, he is 
brushed aside. The thought of the command 
to love your enemies has caused him to doubt. 
The people withdraw, heartbroken at the 
sudden downfall of their prophet. 


> 
Act IV. plays in Galilee. John is in prison 
and to the yard before his dungeon comes 
Salome, who wishes to see him. Herod sur- 
prises her there, however, and upon his 
showing his admiration for her beauty she 
runs away laughing, and he orders John 
brought before him. He questions the 
prophet as to the nature of this coming king 
of the Jews, but John’s answer's are so in- 
definite and the approaching king is seem- 
ingly so harmless that Herod, who is made 
a weakling in the Sudermann play, orders 
that the Baptist be allowed to come and go 
at will and his disciples admitted to him 
whenever they wish. Salome comes when 
Herod has gone, and again exerts her wiles, 
but in vain. She talks to him of love as 
Herod, too, had done, but when the disciples 
come they have upbraidings for him for hav- 
ing failed to stone the impious king. They 
are leaving for the sea to join Jesus of 
Nazareth. Only two of the least of these 
disciples remain true to him, and these he 
bids hurry to Jesus aleo and to say to him: 
‘ John is in prison and he asks of thee, ‘ Art 
thou he that should come, or look we for 
another?’”’ They are to hasten back with 
the answer, for John believes that death ifs 
near. John then feels in his heart, as he bids 
these two faithful ones farewell, the “ love "’ 
of which the Master had spoken. 
~~ 

The last act is a feast room in the palace. 
Herod is entertaining his Roman masters, 
and as particular amusement for them Sa- 
lome dances before them. Prompted by 
Herodias, she demands as pay for her 
dancing the head of John on a golden charger. 
Herod endeavors to dissuade her, but she 
will not yield. John is brought before the 
king, is told that his death is at hand, but 
he begs for a short delay. He has sent mes- 
sengers afar and he waits theircoming. The 
disciples arrive and tell of the triumphal 
progress of Jesus toward Jerusalem and of 
the miracles he performs on the way, and 
of the multitudes that follow him. He sends 
to John the word “ Blessed is he whosoever 
shall not be offended in me.”’ John finds In 
this message comfort and goes willingly to 
his death. The head of John ts not brought 
on the stage, but Salome is supposed to take 
the charger as it is carried toward her and 
descends with it Into the garden and there 
dances with it. She comes rushing back in 
terror, however, and the curtains at the 
rear of the stage being drawn aside the peo- 
ple are seen welcoming the procession of him 
whose coming John had foretold.

‘tae case Of Grace La Rue in “ The Blue 
Moon,’’ the case of Gilbert Gregory in “ The 
Man. from Now,” and the cases of scores of 
actors and actresses In scores of plays all 
indicate that on the stage it is possible to 
make such a hit that you lose your job. The 
stage is believed to be about: the only field 
of humaw eotivity in which a man is fired 
for being too good. Miss La Rue was té6o 
good. Mr. Gregory was too good, and there 
are few other players who have had any 
experience at all who cannot cite chapter 
and verse to show that they have been dis- 
charged from good itions fer no other 
reason tham that they have filled those posi- 
tions too Well: 

And one of the queerest things about this 
is that the persone who have objected to 
these actors. and actresses. making good are 
the people who have beem benefited by their 
making good. It looks like amputating one’s 
nose to spite one's face to discharge a man or 
a woman who is earning much money each 
week for one. Yet this is what many stars 
have done. 

The thing works out iike this. A star has 
@ pleay.- He has ip the company which ie 
helping him play it some actor or actress 
who is So clever in his or her part that the 
attention of the audience is attracted. The 
cleverness of this minor player is talked 
about and many people come to the show to 
see him, Now, the rational star [and there 
aren't so many of this caliber as one would 
think], the rational star welcomes the fa- 
vorable impression that the lesser actor or 
actress is making. The star knows that the 
more people that come to the theater the 
more famous he becomes, and, in most cases, 
those in which the star works upon a profit 
sharing basis, the more money the star gets. 
But there are some stars eo jeaious of their 
own professional dignity that they will brook 
n® excellence im a company other than their 
own They will. sacrifice the additional 
money that the show may earn rather than 
have some one in the cast be talked about 
ag much as they are themselves.

James T. Powers would have drawn more 
money if Grace La Rue’s specialty had been 
allowed to continue in “ The, Blue Moon.” 
Yet, as Franklin Fyles has written in TH® 
SunpDAY TRIBUNE, Miss La Rue’s specialty 
wae cut out. Powers is a star who is great 
on mugging and whose funmaking methods 
afte coarser than many oing people 
like, but there are other stars of more sur- 
face refinement who have about as much 
jealousy as he has. Whole scenes have been 
cut out im first class plays, other scenes have 
been altered, characters have been done 
away with or diluted out of all their goodness 
just to oblige some leading player who could 
not bear to have anybody put a bushel over 
hag or her starlight.

He had Gregory 
working for him when Gregory's Sergeant 
Barker came close to being the redl hit in

Almost every player who has supported a 
etar has found that that star has im some 
cases preferred indifferent work to high class 
work. Amelia Bingham is a star who hae 
ignored that theatrica) superstition which 
makes the star about all there is tothe show. 
Seldom heve better acting compatides been 
gathered together than those of which she 
was the head. Instead of being afraid of 
having good people around her she has had 
Henry E. Dixey, Wilton Lackaye, Ferdinand 
Gottechalk, Bijou Fernandez, Clara Blood- 
good, and other players who really acted 
better than Miss Bingham. 

It is possible, too, for actresses to be too 
good looking. It is impossible for an actress 
of the Maxine Eliott type to getan engage- 
ment in Masine Elilott’s company. Miss 
Elliott would be foolish from the stage point 
of view to court comparison with another 
actress in the matter of looks, because good 
looks is one of Mise Hlliott’s greatest assets 
and is too precious to be made common by 
having to appear in company with other looks 
of about thd same style. Mrs. Carter woukd 
not engage a red haired actress, no matter 
how good that actress was. The reason is 
patent. Two red heads on the stage are bet- 
ter than one for the purpose of attracting 
attention, but when attention is divided the 
star loses some of it, and that ie something 
thet no star cares todo. Anna Heid, whois 
always at the head of a beauty show, never 
complains about the beauties that her hus- 
band F. Ziegfeld, picks out to appear in 
her support, but he le wise enough never to 
pick out one tirat looke like his wife. 

-A favorite trick of some stars, principally 
stars who appear in musical comedy, is to 
annex from the parts of their assistants any 
lines that get. More than were im bheir 
own parts. By thinning out the parts of the 
members of the supporting company and by 
fattening up one’s own part it le easy for 
almost any etar to shine more brightly than 
he really deserves: But to make him shine 
aa brightly as he wamts to often is necessary 
to suppress emalier luminaries.

Anna Held ig in the. spotlit focus of “ The 
Parisian Modei.’’ You know Anna, and how 
Heldigh she is in her stage aspects, although 
a cireimspect Mrs. Ziegfeld in private life. 
As an actress she is willing to be wickeder 
than she can be, and so she has her hired 
girls help her in. mischief at the outset of 
the new play. The showlest six-of them come 
into a dressmaking shop to complain that 
the gowne they wear are faulty. Six shop- 
girls remove the unsatisfactory waists, leav- 
ing six showgirls in their—well, I guess 
women call them corset covers. The dis- 
play is piquant, not really immodest, and 
merely a prelude to the entrance of Mrs. 
Held-Ziegfeld, who sings a song about dress, 
and during the chorus of each of five verses, 
screened by the choristers, changes from one 
fine gown to another.

Wwe 
repeut confidentially: “This woman is ex- 
traordinary.” Ah, this Sarah! A poet has 
admired in her the queen of attitude and the 
princess of gestures. I ask whether another 
poet will not admire tn her the lady of energy. 

And what a way she has of being both 
legendary and modery! 
tales that particular (beauty is attached 
to her locks, all like gold. Amd do not 
her words become pearls and diamonds on 
ner lips? Does she not wear robes tinted like 
the leaves? Is there not in her voice the 
immortal bluebird who sings? She is always 


the star fallen, fronf the skies of the thousand 


and one nights, and there always trembles 
about her something from the mysterious 
azure, : 

But just as the enchanted barks have yield- 
ed their places to enormous transatlantic 
liners, and chariots drawn by winged crea- 
tures to automobiles, so with Sarah Bern- 
hardt; just as inteHigence, independence, 
and intrepidity replace in the wonders of to- 
day the miraculous Interventions by the 
fairies of the elder days.

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English Plays on German Stage.

BERLIN.—[Special Oorrespondence, ]—The 
German stage of Beflin this‘ fall is in the 
sign of British dpminionr. Why the German 
plays have had to make way for the English 
product is a question that undoubtedly is 
best answered from the manager's standpoint 
by reference to boxoffice receipts. For if 
there ig.one,. thing~in. fayor of the English 
plays it ig their drawing power.. 

It is by no means the private theater owners 
alone that have forsaken the ‘‘ Made in Ger- 
many ‘* brand and gone across the channel 
for their attractions. “One of the theaters 
that have taken the lead in submitting to this 
English invasion is Kaiser Wilhelm’s own 
“ Koenighches Schagspielhaus,” that palace 
among playhouses which is.not dependent 
upon the whim or pocketbook of the public. 
At this house since the opening of the fall 
season, Shakspeare’s “Hamlet” has been 
presented on three nights of every week to 
capacity houges, and, although there is noth- 
ing extraordinary either In the staging or 
in the work of the players, it promises to lead 
the attractions of the house for matty weeks 
to come, On two of the remaining nights 
of each week a dramatization of Dickens’ 
** Little Dorrit” fills the house. 

While these plays have proved stayers, the
